The great Habitat copout

The United Stales, Russia 
and Egypt led the great co¬ 
pout and the United Nations 
Conference on Human Settle¬ 
ments, which never really 
tried to get off the ground, fell 
flat on its face on the last 
day. 

The opening sentences of 
the official “roundup," issued 
shortly after the knell was 
tolled on the talks, deserve to 
he quoted, if only because 
they are classics of the bu-

reaueratic balderdash on 
which these giant conferences 
batten. Thoy read as follows: 

"A blueprint* for national 
and international action to im¬ 


prove the living places of peo¬ 
ple throughout the world was 
approved in Vancouver . . . 
The conference brought to 
fruition two years of prepara¬ 


tory work and studies with 
the adoption of a declaration 
of principles and a series of 
recommendations to meet the 
urgent problems of housing 
shortages, contrasting crises 
of urban and rural communi¬ 
ties, the proper use of land, 
access to essential services. 
and 1 public involvement and 
participation jn remedial ac¬ 
tion. 


Nothing remotely like this 
happened. Instead, the confer¬ 
ence divided its time between 
thinking out the prepared rec¬ 
ommendations for national 
and international action, on 
the one hand, and indulging in 
the all too familiar posturing 
on the alleged politicizing of 
the conference by those who 
were opposed to whichever 
bloc of political opinion each 


country happened to .belong. 

As usual in these massive 
international get-togethers, 
the conference opened with a 
set of documents prepared by 
the secretariat, presumably 
lhe seeds, though not the 
fruit, of those two years of 
preparatory work. They were 
the framework of the talks. 
Delegates were expected to 
come up with a declaration of 


principles and r program 
each for national and interna¬ 
tional action, all based on the 
prepared papers. 

There must surely be some 
doubt, by now. of the efficacy 
of this procedure itself. Clear¬ 
ly it is convenient. But that 
apart, if the documents are 
prepared after due and proper 
consultation among all the 
member countries and arc, 
therefore, the consensus view, 
then there should be not a lot

PENTICTON — The uneasy alliance between the

Three times during the long day of debate, fed¬ 
eration secretary Len Guy pulled his delegates into 
closed caucus sessions lo discuss the possibility of boy¬ 
cotting the balance of this largest-ever NDP conven¬ 
tion. 

Late Saturday night Guy re¬ 
fused to say whal his final 
decision would be, hut indicat¬ 
ed that he might have some 
harsh words for the conven¬ 
tion today. 

Guy’s problems and disen¬ 
chantment started early Sat¬ 
urday when he was informed 
that, his name w r as being re¬ 
moved from ‘the slale -of dele¬ 
gatus seeking election to the 
executive of the party, lie 
was aiming for the second 
vice-president's spftt. 

After a series of backroom 
meetings, Guy’s name was 
restored to the list, bul with 
former lands and forests min¬ 
ister Robert Williams as his 
rival for the executive spot. 

When the votes were count¬ 
ed late Saturday afternoon. 
Williams had polkd 499 votes 
to Guy’s 434, and Guy was an 
unhappy man. 

He said there was litde 
doubt in his mind that he had 
been manipulated lo the side¬ 
lines by a skilled convention 
tubby. 

"They just didn’t want me 
in there." ht* said. "They 
made sure t didn’t have a 
chance.”

Tragedy was averted Satur¬ 
day afternoon by quick work 
and the lack of wind as fire 
broke out near an amusement 
ride at the Juan de Fuca rec¬ 
reation centre, site of the 
Gllaneolme Days fair. 

There were 36 youngsters 
sitting irv the Big Eli 
Scrambler ride, waiting for it 
to start, when the motor 
caught fire and sent black 
smoke and * flames shooting 
upwards. 

—.. No one was seriously hurt, 
hut "it took the combined ef¬ 
forts of fairground 
workters, volunteers, RCMP 
arid the Colwood volunteer 
fire department half an hour 
to bring the blaze under con¬ 
trol 1 . 

Damage to the ride, owned 
by Lower Mainland Produc¬ 
tions, was estimated at $7,000 
by ride manager Joe Camillo 
•of Burnaby. 

The blaze broke out about 
2:30 p.m. when the ride was 


stationary but filled with 
riders. 

Camillo said the crew was 
putting gasoline into the ride’s 
engine, which was shut off, 
when the funnel broke. 

The spilling fuel hit the hoi 
exhaust manifold and burst 
into flames, igniting a gaso¬ 
line can nearby. 

Les Black of New West¬ 
minster. who was operating 
the ride at the time, applied 
the ride's brakes to let 
workers unload it as quickly 
as possible without the danger 
of having it move. He suf¬ 
fered minor bums to his 
shoulder and arm. 

After the riders were taken 
off and the crowd- moved 
hack, workers and RCMP of¬ 
fice!* poured the contents of 
six fire extinguishers on the 
Maze until Colwood firemen 
arrived to finish the job. 

Camillo said there was no 
panic among the children on 
the ride, although flames 
were shooting 50 feet in the 
air.

KITIMAT <CP) Tensions 
eased considerably Saturday- 
evening as leaders of the 
community's biggest union re¬ 
laxed- and reflected on the 
arrests of 32 union members 
earlier in the day. 

The Canadian Association or 
Smelter and Allied Workers, 
Local 1, has been off the job 
since June 2 at Alcan's alumi¬ 
num plant on the shore of 
Douglas Channel. 

Several unrelated griev¬ 
ances triggered a wholesale 
walkout of most of the 1.80ft 
union members who are un¬ 
happy over a two-year con¬ 
tract signed in January that 
gave thc«m an eight-per-cent 
wage increase this year and 
six per cent next year. 

They compare this with 15.1 
per cent and 10 per cent won 
by pulp workers at the nearby 
Eurotan. 

The Alcan union wants to 
re-open the contract to obtain 
increases closer to those 
gained by Eurocan employ- 
ees. with whom they maintain 
a historical relationship. ■ 

Peter Burton. CASAW pres¬ 
ident and one pf those arrest¬ 
ed. said the entire group 31 
men and one woman, or 31 
CASAW members and one 
member of Izx*al 207 of the 
Canadian Union of Public 
Employees was released on 
each person's recognizance 
and. would appear in Kitimat 
provincial court June 24. 

They were taken to Ter¬ 
race. 40 miles away, early in 
the morning by RCMP and 
were booked and released, a 
six-hour process. 

Burton said 25 pickets at 
Anderson Creek near the 
Alcan plant were apprehend¬ 
ed by about 20 RCMP 
members. The other seven 
union members were picked 
up at two other picket loca¬ 
tions. 

The road into Alcan proper¬ 
ty was still being picketed 
Saturday by a small group 
from Arvida, Que., where the 
Federation Syndic-ale Sector 
Aluminum of Quebec is on a 
legal strike against the Alcan 
operations there. 

Burton said the eight Que¬ 
bec pickets would maintain a 
round-the-clock picket. He 
said most of Ihe 1,800 CASAW 
members would not cross the 
picket lines. 

“That will leave Alcan in 
about the same position it has 


been in since June 2." he 
said. 

The company has main¬ 
tained , production facilities 
with supervisory staff, includ¬ 
ing some foremen from Que¬ 
bec and also some union 
numbers from Kltimal.

Board has issued three back- 
to-work orders, filing the last 
one with the B.C. suprejiie 
court last week to make ii 
fully binding in law .

Rhodesian jets 
rip army post 


SALISBURY (UPIi - Rho¬ 
desia said Saturday its jet 
fighters have pounded a Mo¬ 
zambique army post to reta¬ 
liate a th lire-hour mortar 
and rocket barrage from its 
blavk neighbor and told an¬ 
other neighbor Zambia 
to take it as a warning. 

The airstrike. the first 
major attack on a Mozambique 
army base since President Sa- 
mora Machel closed its. border, 
knocked out an ammunition 
dump and a mortar position, 
the government spokesman 
said. ^ 

“The atlack on Espup- 
garera can be seen as a warn¬ 
ing to Zambia and as an in¬ 
dication that Rhodesia is pre¬ 
pared to step up the pace and 
extent of the war if pro¬ 
voked-." the sjiokesman said. 
He said the air strike was 
sanctioned "at high level."

His choice: Break law or go blind

WASHINGTON (UPI) 

For 28-year old Robert Ran¬ 
dall. it came to a hard choice; 
be a criminal or .go blind. 

He wants neither, so he is 
petitioning the drug enforce¬ 
ment administration to grant 
him an exemption from laws 
prohibiting the possession of 
marijuana and giving him 
access to government-con-, 
trolled marijuana. 

A part-time teacher of 
speech and rhetoric at Prince 
George’s (Maryland! Commu¬ 
nity College. Randall is one of 
more than a million Ameri- • 
cans who suffer from Glauco¬ 


ma, one of the leading causes 
of blindness. 

Marijuana won’t cure glau¬ 
coma. a disease characterized 
by pressure within the eye, 
damage to the optic qerve 
and subsequent loss of vision. 
There is no known cure. But it 
could ease the pressure within 
the eye. leaving Ihe hope he 
will not go blind. 

Relieving intraocular pres¬ 
sure is the key to glaucoma 
treatment, bul Randal], and 
his doctors say no conven¬ 
tional medications work on 
'him. 

“The net of the medical evi¬ 


dence is that without mari¬ 
juana. Mr. Randall is sure to 
go blind. With it, there is 
some chance that his sight 
can be saved,” Randall’s law¬ 
yers said in the petition to the 
DEA. 

Researchers at the UCLA 
marijuana project, under the 
direction of one of the nation's 
prominent opthamologists, 
found intraocular pressure 
dropped after the smoking ■of 
marijuana. Randall participa¬ 
ted in that program and got 
relief, according to an af- 
fadavit filed with the DEA pe¬ 
tition. 


"It appears to be. ai least 
for me," Randall said, “an ef¬ 
fective arresting agent. If the 
pressure is stabilized, whatev¬ 
er sight you have remains, 
bul you can’t undo the dam¬ 
age caused by the pressure 
being beyond the normal 
range." 

Randall's glaucoma was 
diagnosed in 1972 and he has 
lost the sight of one eye. 

His petition to the DEA 
stems from being arrested 
last August growing his own 
marijuana "to make up for 
a breach in access." He goes 
on trial in July. 


Marijuana is classified as 
having "no known medical 
value." Efforts by the Na¬ 
tional Organization for the 
Reform of Marijuana Laws to 
have it removed from,the con¬ 
trol list or scaled so a 
doctor could prescribe it 
are in the courts. 

Randall said ir the DEA 
turned him down, he would 
appeal to the courts and 
smoke marijuana when he 
could get it. 

“If it is a choice between 
the law and my eyesight,” be 
said, “I don't think there's 
any choice." "*

Russian cracks 
world record 

MOSCOW (Reuter) — Va¬ 
lentina Gerasmova of the So¬ 
viet Union lowered the wo¬ 
men’s 800-metre world record 
by 1.5 seconds today when she 
set a time of one minute 56.0 
seconds at the Soviet Union's 
track and field cham¬ 
pionships. The 27-year-old So¬ 
viet athlete bettered the pre¬ 
vious mark of 1:57.5 set by 
Svetla Zlateva of Bulgaria in 
1973. 


a news conference he wasn’t 
surprised political issues had 
been introduced. although 
they “tended to detract from 
the quality’ and degree of 
agreement.” 

Agreements reached at the 
conference covered wide- 
ranging national programs for 
human settlements. They call 
on governments to crack 
down on land speculation, pro- _ 
tect agricultural land and pro¬ 
vide basic necessities to those 
in under-developed countries. 

After approving program* 
for national and international 
eo-operttion, however, dele¬ 
gates split during the last two 
days along East-West lines on 
a final declaration of princi¬ 
ples for human s^fjlement. 

The main reason for the 
split were resolution* equat¬ 
ing Zionism with'racism and 
clauses'demanding more con¬ 
trol of resource#- for develop¬ 
ing nations. 

The vote Friday was 89 to 
15 injavor of Ihe declaration, 
with 10 abstentions. 


The conference gave unani¬ 
mous approval to programs 
calling for governments to 
crack down on land specula¬ 
tion, to redistribute land in 
their countries and to provide 
basic h^glth and social ser¬ 
vices to urban and rural 
areas. 

It also stressed the impor¬ 
tance of developing techno¬ 
logy for human settlements in 
individual countries and 
urged that Western techno- 
logy be adapted to specific 
needs and not used in an at-

tempt to solve all problems of 
developing countries. 

The conference also made a 
commitment to provide clean 
water to three-quarters of the 
underdeveloped world by 1990 
if possible. A world confer¬ 
ence on water is to be held in 
Mar del Plata, Argentina, in 
March 1977. 

Decision on establishment 
of United Nations institutions 
of co-ordinate international 
action in the field of human 
settlements is to be taken by 
the UN General Assembly. 


that the program for interna¬ 
tional cooperation, including 
the machinery to look alter 
human settlements, was an 
issue which defied agreement 
and was therefore, referred to 
the United Nation* General 
Assembly. 

There was, admittedly, a 
recommendation on how the 
general assembly might begin 
to study the issue. f- . 

The declaration of princi¬ 
ples, grandiosely styled the 
“Vancouver Declaration of 
Human Settlements, 1976”, 
was. unacceptable to the host 
country Canada. It was also 
voted againit by Australia, 
Belgium, Denmark, France, 
West G arm any. Holland, Ire¬ 
land, Israel, Italy, Luxem¬ 
bourg, New Zealand, Norway, 
the United Kingdom, and the 
United States. There were 10 
abstentions, including Sweden 
and Japan, and 89 countries 
voted in favor, including the 
Vatican. 

The 55-paragraph declara¬ 
tion, in the form of a prt&am- 
ble and three sections, 
emerged almost full-blown 
after the conference, in com¬ 
mittee, had expended five 
days discussing the prepared 
document which it was to dis¬ 
place. Before and after the 
vote which put it Into the 
records, most countries, nota¬ 
bly Canada, the European 
Economic Community and 
other industrialized countries, 
were at some pains to say 
that this alternative to the 
secretariat paper was more 
meaningful than the original. 

It was, for the sake of the 
record, put forward by the 
group of 77 (now 113) develop¬ 
ing countries and, by the end 
of the conference, Secretary- 
General Enrique Penalosa 


Let the head of the host 
country’s delegation, Justice 
Minister Ron Basford speak: 

“Canada cannot accept the 
view that Zionism is a form of 
racism and racial discrimi¬ 
nation. Canada has always re¬ 
sisted attempts to link these 
two concepts. With very deep 
regret and a very deep 
sadness Canada had to vote 
*no.’ Let us not forget that 
this declaration contains ex¬ 
cellent articles that will en¬ 
able many members to reach 
their goals for better human 
settlement*." 

Basford spoke for most of 
the dissenters. Why then did 
they not seek to register their 
disapproval of the- single 
paragraph and accept the 
other 54. or as many as they 
were in favor? 

Technically, the answer was 
that the United States moved 
that the document should be 
voted upon as a whole and 
not, as Norway had suggest¬ 
ed, paragraph by paragraph. 
Russia and Egypt promptly 
supported the U.S. suggestion 
and the loat opportunity raced 
away. 

There was intense specula¬ 
tion among Journalists and 
other observers as to the think¬ 
ing behind the U.S. The other 
two were more easily under¬ 
stood — they knew that the of¬ 
fending paragraph would be 
voted against by a number of 
countries anway, and perhaps 
hoped that mare would ab¬ 
stain on the whole but what 
had the U.S. to gain? 

The consensus among the 
speculators was that the 
American* wished to register 
the most dramatic opposition 
possible to the whole pattern 
of campaigns against Israel 
(this was the third resolution 


ference. The thinly disguised 
threat* from the leading 
player* in the political drama 
do not matter a fig In terms 
of the Habitat issue, and prob¬ 
ably matter as little at any 
level immediately. It may be 
much jnore significant as a 
workout of international polit- 
ical strength, but as assess¬ 
ment of that must be done 
elstiwhere at another table an¬ 
other time. 

Of the human settlements 
talks, there remains only the 
64 recommendations to gov- 
ernments which vaguely 
suggest the broad criteria 
they should apply when in the 
fullness of time, ..given the 
means and the opportunity, 
and where* possible, they ac¬ 
cept their responsibilities. 

Their value as the experts 
will say, is in “respect- 
abilising" already accetable 
concepts and standard*. 
Pressed to isolate and define 
some, there is only one that 
can be mentioned. It refers in 
general way to the accept¬ 


ability of the principle that a 
rise in the value of land as a 
consequence of its public use 
should result in a profit for 
the community and not for 
the individual lucky owner. In 
fact there could be less happy 
interpretations of the particu¬ 
lar cause, and they will 
almost certainly be used. 

But there it is. Principles 
like "the aged and the han¬ 
dicapped should be helped, 
when, where and if possible" 
or "we should take a little 
time and cart) about the envi- 
ronmfnt” have now got them¬ 
selves in to the books as well. 
It could mean a lot, If U does, 
then Habitat will be a suc¬ 
cess. But not .yet?*

Corticosteroids are also 
used in arthritis, but they are 
usually reserved for severe 
cases, and their side- effects 
can he unpleasant. 

Your daughter is being 


treated at a top-rate institu¬ 
tion, and you will be told 
when a change in her treat¬ 
ment program is in order. 

About all you can do to help 
further is to be faithful in the 
use of the baby aspirin and 
keep the child well nourished 
and otherwise as fit as possi¬ 
ble. You might be encouraged 
to know that the rate of recov¬ 
ery in .juvenile arthritis is 
quite good, as much as 75 to 
80 per cent. 

The eyes can become in¬ 
volved in the arthritis devel¬ 
opment, a condition called 
arthritic iritis. This is the rea¬ 
son for the periodic eye 
check*.

That 
office was asked recently 
whether the ranch was still, 
in fact, a "legal bordello" 
under Novada state law, as it 
claims.“I suppose," a repre¬ 
sentative said. 

In Las Vegas, however, As¬ 


sistant district-attorney Tom 
Beatty was more specific — if 
not entirely so. "All solicita¬ 
tion is illegal in the state) of 
Nevada. And in the larger 
counties where Las Vegas and 
Ren<? are located, the licens¬ 
ing of brothels is specifically 
prohibited,” ho said.

Soviet military might 


O NCE AGAIN across Europe warnings are being 
.sounded about Russia's growing military 
strength in the face of thinning NATO forces. Western 
Alliance defence ministers have been informed in 
Brussels that the Soviet Union’s immediate objective 
is to establish naval superiority in the South Atlantic 
and Indian Oceans and its longer range plan is to move 
in on Yugoslavia the moment its aging President Tito 
steps down from office or dies. 

The question the ministers must now ask 
themselves is: Will the West do anything about the 
situation or will it stand back as it did over the 
USSR.-Cuban intervention in Angola? 

Lofti Shawcross, former attorney-general in Bri¬ 
tain's pdst-war Labor government and later judge in 
the International Court of Arbitration, recently 
revealed some of the bitter facts the Western Alliance 
leaders will have to face iti arriving at some kind of 
future strategy. 

The Russians, he said, have put “guns before but¬ 
ter" and tanks before televisions in order to build up 
an immense military economy, in which the West "is 
generously subsidizing them by provisions of credits at 
low rates of interest, just as with similar lack of 
foresight we had done for Germany in the 1920s under 
the Dawes plan,” 

The Warsaw Pact countries now possess 19,000 
tanks, three times as many as the West can field; 
twice as many aircraft and twice as many submarines, 
“many nuclear powered which can threaten with bal¬ 
listic missiles all Europe and most of North America 
from Soviet home waters. ” 


Within three hours of the order being given, he 
said, between eight and 10 divisions could cross the 
frontiers of the free world in Northern Europe; within 
48 hours these could be followed up by 30 divisions 
more with another wave of some 60 divisions within 
five to six days of the initial attack. There would be 
4,000 tactical aircraft for support. 

Against this NATO would have 22 divisions — but 
these would take time to deploy to their combat posi¬ 
tions. 

“With the advantage of surprise, the Warsaw Pact 
troops could, it is said, overrun our tactical nuclear 
defences before the president of the United States 
could possibly give the order for them to be used, and 
could reach the coast of the North Sea and Channel 
within a week.” 

Lord Shawcross continued: ' Would the president 
then risk the destruction of the world with the big 
bombs? I doubt it. 

"What then is the significance of this hypothetical 
scenario? I always remember a speech by Hitler to his 
general staff in, I think, 1937, which we uncovered at 
Nuremburg. Do not suppose, gentlemen!’ he said, 
that I have built up these forces in order that they 
shall not fight.' 

"Why then are the Russians building up this 
tremendous military strength with so large a propor¬ 
tion in Northern and Central Europe?”

Anti-nuclear power

T HE PUBLIC SHOWDOWN in California on the 
nuclear issue and at least nine others planned or 
under consideration in others parts of the United 
States are signs that political opposition to the 20th 
century's offering of a new energy source is becoming 
a powerful international movement. 

The California vote to restrict the use of atpmic 
power wasn't the winner its proponents hoped for, 
although they are claiming partial victory'in the two- 
to-one defeat of their initiative: the stale legislature 
quickly has passed less severe measures against 
nuclear power generation. 

But the fact that they were able to bring it to a bal¬ 
lot and there will be other votes, shows a coalescing of 
anti-nuclear sentiment with European countries which 
could spread to other parts of the world. 

More than a million signatures have been col¬ 
lected to place anti-nuclear proposals on state ballots 
in the U.S. and no longer can the growth of opposition 
be described as, in the words of the Worldwatch In¬ 
stitute, "one of the little observed political trends of 
the last few years.” 

- In an article published in the U.S. just prior to last 
Tuesday's California vote, the institute points to wide¬ 
spread European interest in the people-petitioned poll¬ 
ing there and says it is “only the beginning of a long 
political fight” no matter what the outcome. 

The article reviews some of the successes of 
environmentalists in countries committed to nuclear 
power, and failures, too. 


In France, man-in : the-street reaction has caused a 
reduction in the domestic reactor program. And early 
last year 20,000 people used a sit-in to block construc¬ 
tion of a reactor in Baden-Wurttemberg, West Ger¬ 
many. 

"That same spring,” the Worldwatchjnstitute 
review continues, "the Swedish Parliament severely 
cut back that country's ambitious nuclear program in 
the face of a sharp swing in public opinion against the 
building of more nuclear power stations.” 

But in Britain, where there has been sharp opposi¬ 
tion for years to the government s nuclear program, 
'growing out of the "Ban the Bomb” rallies of the late 
1950s, the spread of this type of power generation con¬ 
tinues. Demonstrations, like one staged by nuclear ac- 
tivitists this past April at Windscale, on the Cumbrian 
coast, are ignored. It was against the expansion of an 
atomic reprocessing plant which the London Daily 
Mirror claimed would make Britain the world s 
nuclear “dustbin.” 

Environmentalists there and those who have 
managed to make themselves heard find encourage¬ 
ment in the gelling of international opposition in¬ 
dicated by the uprising of the common people of the 
U.S. which, they feel, is viewed with apprehension by 
their governments. 

The nuclear industry and the planners abroad are 
troubled, says Worldwatch: “They see their headlong 
rush toward a nuclear society stumbling ...”

The Timetables of History 


You had doubtless forgotten 
that this is the 3000th anniver¬ 
sary of the death of 
Nebuchadnezzar I of Babylon 
(you know, the one in the Bi- 
ble), and you probably failed 
entirely to notice that it is just 
2200 years since Alexander the 
Grqat died in the .same city. 
These distressing gaps in the 
public consciousness can now 
at last be stuffed up and 
plastered over. 

Only in Germany, where cof¬ 
fee tables support weighty 
reading matter, could a book 
like The Timetables of History 
have become a best-seller. 
Earlier this year the English 
translation came out, 
presenting a year-by-year ac¬ 
count of politics, science, 
culture and daily customs (in 
seven parallel columns), 
starting from the well-known 
Dawn of Time. It is a leading 
candidate for most useless 
book of the year, but the 
perspectives are fascinating. 

Almost 600 pages of dates is 
aft indigestible lump, but dip¬ 
ping in at century intervals 
gives an extraordinary feel for 
the pace of change. It is, for ex¬ 
ample, 2500 years since the end 
of the last dynasty of Pharaohs 
in Egypt, but only 1500 years 
since the end of the Roman 
Empire in the West. A thou¬ 
sand years ago, all the entries 
are about China, the Muslim 
world and Byzantium, while 
the barbaric Christian West 
gets Scarcely a mention. 

When Europe does get men¬ 
tioned, it is to record the im¬ 
perishable fact that Charles the 
Fat became Emperor in 876. or 
that Henry the Quarrelsome

lost the throne of Bavaria in 
976. (What became of Osbert 
the Insignificant is, naturally 
enough, not recorded.) 
Meanwhile, Arab scientists and 
philosophers were creating the 
Moorish Golden Age in Spain, 
and Basil the Bulgar-Slayer 
mounted the throne in Constan¬ 
tinople. 

Things carry on like this, go¬ 
ing nowhere in particular, until 
recent centuries.

It is a marvellous machine, 
this engine of cumulative in¬ 
novation called progress, and it 
has helped more people live 
better and longer than ever 
before.

ly to destruction. 


It doesn't often happen that 
Prime Minister Trudeau, a 
proud and private man, makes 
a public confession that he is 
hurting.

They have always existed, 
with civil servants betraying 
their oath of office and the ad¬ 
ministration in the belief they 
were serving the greater good 
by anonymously releasing in¬ 
formation regarded by a sen¬ 
sitive or insecure government 
as confidential.

There was always official 
anger over such leaks and 
usually government threats of 
"investigation" into the source 
of the leaks dead-ending in a 
blind alley. r 

The leaks usually came by 
phone or mail. 

They still do. 

But recently there has been a 
change in their thrust. Where

This betrayal of the govern¬ 
ment from within by its own 
bureaucrats, says the prime 
minister, is “a fairly recent” 
development. 

Only five or six years ago, he 
relates, leaks were engineered 
by what he called “the mis¬ 
sionary type of left-winger feel¬ 
ing it their duty to inform the 
oppressed masses — such as 
Indian or native bands — what 
was going on inside 
government.” 

But now the intent of the leak 
had taken a subtle turn, 
directed "not to help” such 
groups, "but to harm the in¬ 
dividual cabinet minister.” 
And that, he warns, is “wor¬ 
risome," and cautions both the 
parliamentary Opposition and 
newspapers, radio and televi¬

The prime minister has been 
more than ordinarily upset by 
leaks concerning his old friend. 
Environment Minister, Jean 
Marchand's difficulties with 
the law over leaving the scene 
of an accident and the early 
and privileged reinstatement 
of his suspended driver's 
licence. 


Life recently for the prime 
minister has been one leak 
after another, usually involving 
personalities rather than 
policies and that's what con¬ 
cerns him as both perilous and 
poisonous. 

“It is really all that funny,” 
he asks, referring to what he 
considers the "gloating” of the 
Opposition and the media over 


the government's humiliation, 
that public servants can leak 
things to pursue their own 
political purposes? j 

And "what’s the great dif¬ 
ference,” hegoeson, "between

Since the Canadian Labor Congress has voted in princi¬ 
ple for a general strike (but not necessarily and not just yet) 
against federal wage and price controls, and since it has also 
voted to tighten its liaison with the federal New Democratic 
Party, the position taken by NDP Leader Ed Broadbent 
toward a general strike has become important.

won’t have to pay interest. But 
neither governments nor their 
agencies have any money of 
their own. The Manitoba 
Development Corporation, 
which was established in the 
hope of making some money 
while encouraging the in¬ 
dustrial development of the 
province, has never made any 
money, and has always 
depended on loans from the 
government. 

There is only one source of 
government money — the tax¬ 
payer. To the taxpayer, It will 
not matter at all whether he is 
paying interest'on behalf of the 
MDC, or on behalf of the 
government, which usually 
guaranteed MDC accounts in 
any event. 

The change will be signifi¬ 
cant in one area only, that of 
politics. Hie politicians who 
are in charge, directly or in¬ 
directly, of the MDC will be 
able to say with pride that the 
agency doesn't have out¬ 
standing loans, only out¬ 
standing shares. 

In the world of private 
business, share capital is 
raised from people who have 
hopes of making a profit on 
their investments. The tax¬ 
payer has little such hope. But 
then he has no choice whether 
or not he wishes to buy the 
shares either. 
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THE PRICE of a bale of hay in the Okanagan is $2. Price 
of a bale of hay in the Fraser Valley is $4. and the price of a 
bale of hay on Vancouver Island is $8.25.' 

If you’re not in the cattle or horse business. I don’t ex¬ 
pect the figures to dazzle you. Therefore. I would like to point 
out the relationship to other — in fact, nearly all — com¬ 
modities here on the Island, compared with what the rest of 
British Columbia shells out.

THOSE IN THE CATTLE business, those in the horse in¬ 
dustry, simply cannot compete with Mainland ranchers any 
loiter The increased rates have crippled them. 

Bill Cameron is president of the Arabian Horse Associa- 
lll*. and he and his fellow breeders are against the wall. 
They charge $200 a month for stabling, feeding and training a 
horse, but now people are turning to Mainland operators to 
do the job. Reason? Increased ferry rates make it financially 
impossible to compete. 

“If we don't show these horses on the Mainland, we 
won't be able to sell them." Cameron states. "And who is go¬ 
ing to send mares here for breeding purposes when they can 
do it much cheaper on the Mainland’’" 

CAMERON MAKES the point about 4-H clubs ,on the 
Island. The youngsters in these groups have precious little 
money as it is. and now. because of rate increases, will in 
many instances have to forego showing at such places as thi»»- 
PNE. Entries from the Mainland are away down for the an¬ 
nual Island Horse Show here later this month. Increased fer¬ 
ry rates. 

Cattle breeders will not be able to get a fair return on 
time and effort when they try to sell on the Mainland 
Ask the garden centre operators in our area about what 
ferry rates mean to their businesses Ask them how much 
will have to be tacked on to the price of bedding plants, 
shrubs, trees, etc. Ask the supermarkets how much more 
they must tack on to all imported food stuffs because of the 
one-third higher rates charged for commercial vehicles. 

JUST ABOUT every conceivable item on Vancouver 
Island will be that much higher again than what Mainland 
residents pay. ' 

So. while ferry rates had to be increased in order to get 
the damned system on more of an even keel, they certainly 
did not have to increase to the point where the price of 
everything here has taken on greater measures of inflation. 

the surprise of the whole exercise is the lajssez-faire at¬ 
titude of the Victoria-area MLAs Government members 
Sam Bawlf. Hugh Curtis and Lyle Kahl should have been 
screaming, should have been standing up for a fair shake for 
their constituents. Scott Wallace has done some screaming, 
as has Charles Barber, but what is needed is a non-partisan 
effort by all Island MLAs in an attempt to show the govern¬ 
ment the hardship it has wrought 

I AM NOT CONCERNED with the increased ferry rates 
for casual, non-business users, nor am I particularly con¬ 
cerned about the effect the new rates will have on the tourist 
industry — because I feel they will come regardless. 

The big concern should be two-fold First, all commer¬ 
cial vehicles — all vehicles transporting goods to the Island 
or to the Mainland, should be returned to the pre-increase 
rate — in other words, no rate increase whatsoever The 
operators merely pass the increase on to us in Increased 
costs. 

Second, those who must use the ferries on a regular basis 
for business purposes, should be given a cut-rate. Such peo¬ 
ple would have to apply and show conclusive proof of their 
claims — but they should get a reduction.

It would be easy to simply 
blame the highways depart¬ 
ment for allowing the lines of 
communications to break, but 
it isn’t quite that simple. 

It’s the system that’s at 
fault, a system that may at one 
time have been working well 
but is now in dire need of up¬ 
dating. 

Traditionally, the highways 
department has been responsi¬ 
ble for allowing nr disallowing 
subdivisions. This arrange¬ 
ment dates back to the days 
when there were no regional 
boards and developers had to 
be controlled by someone. 

There were things U7 con¬ 
sider such as highway access, 
drainage, road construction 
and provision for all essential 
services. 

What the highways depart¬ 
ment didn’t, and still doesn’t, 
concern itself with is direction 
of future growth, population 
patterns and provision df Social 
services. 

That’s the regional board's 
responsibility, but it doesn t 
get a chance to plan properly 
for the growth of the region as 
long as the provincial govern¬ 
ment won't change the regula¬ 
tions. 

Giving regional boards the 
final say in subdivision ap¬ 
provals is a step that’s long 
overdue, and hopefully. Capital 
Region Board chairman James 
Campbell will succeed in scor¬ 
ing on that point. The sooner 
the better 

Had the regional board had 
any say in the matter, there 
would, for instance, never have 
been a subdivision at the 
Colwood overpass, on -Trans- 
Canada Highway. 

That subdivision was ap¬ 
proved in the dying days of the 
former Social Credit govern¬ 
ment. apparently without con¬ 
sideration of the fact that the 
whole area floods several 
times a year. 

Some unfortunate 
homeowners have been 
plagued with flooded base¬ 
ments for years.

Bay. Bower lives near the site 
singled out for that potentially 
smelly facility and he’s wor¬ 
ried.

As for conflict of interest, it 
doesn’t take much imagination, 
and certainly not an order from 
a publisher, to see a good story 
in the pumping station hassle.

In fairness though, it must be 
said that Oak Bay council is 
paying heed to the screams of 
the residents who would be af¬ 
fected by the proposed pump¬ 
ing station. Council will dis¬ 
patch someone to Seattle to 
find out whether similar instal¬ 
lations there are creating a 
nuisance for adjacent property 
owners. 

Meanwhile, the regional 
board is washing its hands of 
the whole mess. 

Board chairman James 
Campbell said the other day he 
was fed up with being constant¬ 
ly attacked for things the 
regional board was doing on 
behalf of municipalities. 

It’s true that the project of 
which the McMicking station is 
only a part will serve residents 
of Saanich. Oak Bay and Vic¬ 
toria. 

It’s also true that the 
, regional board is simply a vehi¬ 
cle used by the municipalities 
to carry out the project. But 
that doesn’t mean the regional 
board has no responsibility for 
the job. In fact, all the respon¬ 
sibility rests with the board. 

The regional engineer is in 
charge of it; the regional 
board commissioned studies: 
the regional board will borrow 
the money. 

If a different site should be 
chosen for the pumping station, 
it must be done by the regional 
board The municipalities, on 
the other hand, are the ones 
<vho will have to foot the bill 
In all this, one shouldn't lose 
sight of the fact that the entire 
project will eliminate a much 
bigger problem. 

When it's all done, sewage 
will be pumped from McMick¬ 
ing Point to Clover Point in 
Victoria and will be pumped 
6.000 feet out into the sea. 

That sewage is now being 
dumped at low water mark 
along beaches of Oak Bay and 
Victoria. 

As for a different site for the 
McMicking pumping station, 
the nearby golf course still ap¬ 
pears to be the best bet. 

It would cost more, but 
would probably be worth it, 
considering the loss of property 
value that would be suffered by 
homeowners if the station were 
built at the waterfront of the 
500-block Behch Drive.

They teeter up to that horri¬ 
ble possibility, then run away 
blaming the press for failing to 
“sell” their product to the peo¬ 
ple. They refuse to appreciate 
the fact that we are not in the 
selling business but the 
reporting business. We’re the 
peophfswtacrtKM the mirror up 
so that people can take a look 
at what’s happening in the 
world. 

During its third year in of¬ 
fice, as we said so many times 
in this newspaper, the NDP as¬ 
sumed an arrogance usually 
reserved for those who have 
been in power for 20 years.

PENTICTON - Close to 
1.000 voting delegates to the 
annual NDP convention Satur¬ 
day voted overwhelmingly in 
favor of a general strike to 
protest the federal govern¬ 
ment’s anti-inflation regula¬ 
tions. ~ 

On Friday delegates attend¬ 
ing a lubor seminar had en¬ 
dorsed a motion calling for 
sup|x>rt of the Canadian 
Labor Congress should it call 
for a country-wide work stop¬ 
page. When the motion 
reached the main convention 
floor Saturday morning only 
two people spoke against the 
general strike concept and 
only six hands were raised 
against the motion when the 
votes were counted. 

During the brief but beli- 
gerent debate on Anti-Infla¬ 
tion Board policies and ac¬ 
tions, Len Guy, general-secre¬ 
tary of the B.C. Federation of 
Labor, appealed tor support 
“tor our brothers In Kltimat 
who were arrested this morn¬ 
ing and are now In Jail." Guy 
berated the arrests as a “bru¬ 
tal police action.” 

Immediately following pas¬ 
sage of the general strike res¬ 
olution, the delegates were 
asked to contribute to a de¬ 
fence fund for the jailed Ki- 
timat workers. In roughly'20 
minutes $1,400 was collected. 

The convention also en¬ 
dorsed a resolution presented 
by Gary Lauk t NDP—Van¬ 
couver Centre) calling for the 
NDP to fight Provincial Sec¬ 
ret ary Grace McCarthy’s gov¬ 
ernment re-organization act. 

The legislation, giving the 
government the power with¬ 
out consultation with the Le¬ 
gislature to revamp govern¬ 
ment departments, was in¬ 
troduced last Wednesday. 

Lauk was sharply critical of 
the press for not giving the 
new legislation more promi¬ 
nence. 

“If a socialist government 
had introduced a bill like that 
it would have been the main 
story on Page One,” he said. 
“Because Social Credit in¬ 
troduced it, it was buried on 
Page 32 in the personal col¬ 
umn.” 

Lauk described the legisla¬ 
tion as a devastating attack 
on parliamentary democracy. 

“When approved it will take 
away 80 per cent of the au¬ 
thority of the Legislature,” he 
said. “It gives the govern¬ 
ment the authority to do away 
with entire departments if 
they wish — and they don’t 
even have to tell when they’re 
doing it or why.” 

The media came in for most 
of the barbs throughout a long 
morning of debate on various 
resolutions. 

It was blamed tor last De- 
! cember’s election loss for fail¬ 
ing to get the NDP message 
acroaa to the people. 

Delegates were urged by 
Coquitlam NDPers to start a 
giant write-in campaign to 
complain to publishers and the 
owners of radio and TV sta¬ 
tions about the lack of fair 
coverage given by political re¬ 
porters. 

“Despite the brilliant job 
our MLAs did while they w’ere 
government and are now 
doing in opposition in Victoria 
in destroying the credibility of 
the Socreds, the public cannot 
grasp this fact because it is 
not reported in depth,” the 
Coquitlam group stated. 

"We have not been aggres¬ 
sive enough in demanding 
that our side of the issue be 
presented in a fair and bal¬ 
anced manner. Jt is not a 
question of killing the messen¬ 
ger. The problem is that the 


messenger is distorting the 
message.” 

Another media resolution 
calling for a crack-down on 
corporate advertising ran into 
a little opposition but was fi¬ 
nally passed. 

The resolution called for the 
exclusion of all advertising in 
excess of one half of one per 
cent of total sales or $ 100 , 000 , 
whichever is the greater, 
from allowable exemptions 
for corporate tax purposes. 


While tlie resolution was ap¬ 
proved by a solid majority, 
several speakers termed it 
unrealistic. “Where do you 
people think we get the * 
money to publish our publica¬ 
tions?” one delegate asked. 

"Where do you think the 
money comes from to publish 
newspapers? Do you think the 
price you pay for it covers the 
cost? 

“How do you think we get 
Hockey Night in Canada?” 


One, calling for tlie govern¬ 
ment to step up its art pur¬ 
chasing program, was en¬ 
dorsed almost unanimously. 
But a second, calling for the 
establishment of a depart¬ 
ment of cultural affair's and 
recreation, went down to re¬ 
sounding defeat.

Mobsters in control 


Union’s funds milked 


WASHINGTON (UPT) *_ 
Mobsters siphoned hundreds 
of thousands of dollars from 
severance and insurance 
funds of a Teamsters Union 
Iqeal at JFK Airport in New 
York and were probably doing 
the same at other unions, a 
U.S. Senate report said Fri¬ 
day. 

The report named Team¬ 
sters Local 295, whose 1,400 
members transport goods at 
New York’s John F. Kennfcfly 
Airport. 

No other union or local of 
the two-mUlion-member Team¬ 
sters was mentioned, but the 
Senate permanent investiga¬ 
tions subcommittee’s staff 
said it was studying “labor- 
manaj^iment practices, includ- 
j ing ties to organized crime” in 
other uni ops. 

The report, released by act¬ 


ing chairman Sam Nunn, 
Georgia Democrat, focused on 1 
pre-1974 actions. The subcom¬ 
mittee is investigating Team¬ 
ster violations of the 1974 pen¬ 
sion reform law. 

Teamsters officials, in Las 
Vegas for a convention, had 
no Immediate comment. 

Local 295 is one of tite seven 
“paper” locals which James 
Hoffa set up without members 
in the 1950s while fighting for 
control of Teamsters Council 
16 and to unseat Dave beck 
as Teamsters president. The 
report said. 

Sixteen years ago, a senate 
committee told of its corrup¬ 
tion, the report said, and 
Local 295 was “a case study 
on how fringe benefits intend¬ 
ed for union mfcjnbers can be 
depleted without proper ad¬ 
ministration and controls.” 


The report said the local’s 
severance fund — life insur¬ 
ance benefit — set up for 
workers who quit, are fired or 
die —- worked to the greater 
benefit of the system’s cre¬ 
ator, Louis C. Ostrer, and as¬ 
sociates. 

Ostrer. it said, had no li¬ 
cence to sell life insurance in 
New York and was convicted 
of stealing $700,000 from a life 
insurance firm in the 1960s. 
He worked with racketeer 
Harry Davidoff, 295's secre¬ 
tary-treasurer, in designing 
the funds, it said. 

The report said a General 
Accounting Office study thref 


years ago showed that instead 
of group coverage for the 
1,400 members — which would 
have cost $ 10',000 in agents’ 
commissions — Individual 
whole life policies were 
bought, and Ostrer’s as¬ 
sociates, got $800,000 in com¬ 
missions. 

After the GAO study, the 
report said, new fund ad¬ 
ministrators were selected in 
January, 1973, and group life 
insurance was bought. The 
New York state insurance de¬ 
partment said $ 1.1 million 
was depleted, the report said, 
but it recovered $ 200,000 and 
was returning it to local 295.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
Sunday News says a teenage 
girl who caught the eye of 
Fidel Castro was sent to Ha¬ 
vana by the Central In¬ 
telligence Agency in 1960 to 
kill the Cuban premier with 
poison tablets. 

The News says the .assassi¬ 
nation attempt failed because 
the girl, fearful the tablets 
' might be discovered as she 
entered Cuba, secreted them 
in a .jar of cold cream end 
they melted?* 

The girl, identified as Marie 
Lorenz, told the newspaper 
that CIA agents who recruited 
her told her the assassination 
would change history and that 
\she was the only one who 
could do it. 

Quoting Miss Lorenz, the 
newspaper gave this account: 

MSss Lorenz, a Germ an- 
American, met Castro aboard 
the luxury liner Berlin one 
month after he seized powej: 
in Cuba. Miss Lorenz’ father 
was captain of the ship and 
took her along on a Caribbean 
cruise, which Castro joined at 
Havana Ha1*bor. 

The Cuban leader dined 
with the captain and his 
daughter and later persuaded 
Miss Lorenz to return to Ha¬ 
vana as his personal in¬ 
terpreter. 

She said she flew to Ha¬ 
vana, but before meeting Cas¬ 
tro she slipped the two tablets 
the GTA had given her into 
her cold cream.

At sea with Trudeaus

The_- -little, guy popped 
Ihrough the doorway of the 
damage-control station and 
was immediately yanked back 
into the passageway by his 
babysitter-aunt. 

"Come on. Justin.” she or¬ 
dered. "We go this way.” 

"Does anybody," he in¬ 
quired w i 1 h Trudeausque 
pique, "know what's going 
on?” 

Hearing an echo of the clas¬ 
sic below-decks plaint, from 
their pint-size fellow-traveller 
broke up the sailors within 
earshot. 

Obviously, it wasn’t a typi¬ 
cal fisheries surveillance pa¬ 
trol the Esquimalt-based des- 
Jroyer-escort Restigouche was 
on, although that was how the 
navy classified the trip. Nor 
was it a typical cruise with 
VIP guests hidden aw’ay in the 
captain’s cabin. 


Probably for the first time, 
a Canadian warship has sea¬ 
lifted a prime minister en fa¬ 
mine. And the consensus of 
those aboard was that the 
dose-quarters meeting of 
working seamen and their ul¬ 
timate boss at least reduced 
the feeling that they toiled for 
an orphan wing of the forces 
in an overlooked theatre. 

The Trudeaus boarded the 
Restigouche at Skidegate in 
the Queen Charlottes two 
weeks ago for a 24-hour trip 
to Powell River. 

As the ship moved into 
open water, the prime min¬ 
ister told the skipper, Cmdr. 
Clifford Crow, that he just 
wanted to wander around. 

"Just tell me where you 
don’t want me to go," he said. 
What could be out of bounds 
to the PM? 

With four-year-old Justin in 
tow, Trudeau made for the 
far reaches of the warship,

Victoria firemen earned less 
than those in numerous 
smaller departments on Van¬ 
couver Island and mainland 
B.C. 

The Victoria firemen, seek¬ 
ing an 18-per-cent wage in¬ 
crease, say their pay rate is 
24th among 36 major B.C. de¬ 
partments. although their de¬ 
partment is the fourtn-largest 
in the province. The associa¬ 
tion local covers 104 men. 

A fifth-year Victoria fire¬ 
man earns $1,290 a month, 
compared, with $1,323 earned 
by firemen in Vancouver and 
Nanaimo, according to evi¬ 
dence prepared for the hear¬ 
ing. 

Earlier evidence was en¬ 
tered to show that Victoria 
firemen faced more difficult 
firefighting jobs now than 
they did 12 years ago, al¬ 
though manpower remained 
at the same level. 

While the city has the third - 
highest rate of fires among 32 
municipalities, it has 'man¬ 
aged to maintain the third- 
lowest rate for loss through 
fires, the hearing was told. 


quizzing individuals at their 
posts. Then, almost an hour 
answering questions from the 
men in th*i cafeteria, followed 
by another hour leaning 
against the bar in the chiefs’ 
and petty officers’ lounge, 
fielding some more.

The budget al¬ 
lowed only so much and 
therefore manning levels 
could only be kept at current 
strength or slightly increased. 

He said it was left to the top 
officers as to whether ships 
like the Restigouche sailed 
without their standard com¬ 
plement or that more ships 
were mothballed to give even 
fewer remaining vessels peak 
manning. ■ 


What did the future hold for 
new ships and equipment? He 
couldn’t say. It was all on the 
drawing boards, and the cabi¬ 
net was waiting for the shop¬ 
ping list from the senior 
brass. 

But. he emphasized, tanks 
and maritime patrol aircraft 
still had priority in defence 
exiienditure. 

In the evening, the Res¬ 
tigouche chewed into a four- 
hour Hecate Strait gale with 
gusts up to 50 miles an hour. 

The destroyer’s 10 - to - 1S- 
degree roll sent Margaret 
Trudeau reeling to her 
c abin, but her husband never 
betrayed a hint of discomfort. 

The next morning, the 
whole family, including the 
recovered Margaret. her 
younger sister, Janet, and 
Justip, 4, and Sascha, 2, 
watched the firing of an anti¬ 
sub mortar. Trudeau added a 
serape for warmth and car¬ 
ried a sprawling Justin, who 
with peaked leather cap 
looked like a miniature Rhine 
bargeman. 

Shortly after midday, the 
Trudeaus said goodbye at Po¬ 
well River. 

For the men of the ship, it 
had seemed worthwhile — a 
good trip. Some had 
expressed displeasure that 
news reports at the time tend¬ 
ed to paint the Restigouch’e 
company as gripers. 

One man with a special 
memory of the excursion is 
Coxswain Lloyd Ferguson. He 
was invited by Cmdr. Crow to 
dine with the Trudeaus at the 
captain's table. 

To the men below decks, it 
was plain to see somebody did 
know what was going on.

RCMP on the B.C. mainland 
and even on Vancouver Island 
are involved in increased pro- 
Olympics vigilance along the 
U.S.-Canadian border before 
the Montreal games begin 
July 17. an official in Victoria 
said Friday. 

One day after Olympics se¬ 
curity officials confirmed 
certra border action, Chief Su¬ 
perintendent. Mark Marcus 
said the RCMP would concen¬ 
trate more on travellers en¬ 
tering B.C. by car on the 
’mainland and by plane any¬ 
where in the province. 

Ho said sea travellers would 
be checked "as conditions dic¬ 
tate ... if intelligence in¬ 
dicates” such work was need¬ 
ed — but Marcus said the 
RCMP were not increasing 
border staffs and had no list 
of specific individuals to 
watch for. ^ 

Other sources said police 
would work closely with im¬ 
migration staff members and 
there* were indications the im¬ 
migration men might have 
lists of names. 

The Montreal announce¬ 
ment said the sea-to-soa 
operation began at midnight 
Monday. Members of the Ca¬ 
nadian armed forces were 
helping the RCMP in-Quebec, 
New Brunswick and Ontario, 
whilci Quebec and Ontario pro¬ 
vincial police and Montreal 
urban police were assisting in 
their areas. 

Main duty of the soldiers 
was said to be working with 
RCMP security at three inter¬ 
national airports: Malton in 
Toronto and Dorval and Mira¬ 
bel in Montreal. The U.S. and 
other countries were co¬ 
operating in the security plan. 

In Swanton. Vt., a spokes- i 
man said the U.S. border pa¬ 
trol would be doubled to 100 
from 50 in the area from Clin¬ 
ton. N.Y.. to Oxford. Me. 

The spokesman said agents 
would be scattered along back 
roads, and seismic and elec¬ 
tronic sensing devices would 
be used to detect persons en¬ 
tering along unguarded roads. 

• Immigration authorities in 
Ottawa issued a reminder to 
summer travellers that any¬ 
one arriving at an interna¬ 
tional airport in Canada-- on a 
flight originating outside Can¬ 
ada or the U.S. would have to 
fill out a disembarkation form 
as part of the Olympics secu¬ 
rity.

OTTAWA (CJP) - The Ca¬ 
nadian Air Traffic Controllers 
Association has submitted to 
the government the name of a 
person to replace John Ken- 
nan, commissioner of a con¬ 
troversial one-man govern¬ 
ment Inquiry into bilingual air 
traffic control, who resigned 
last week. 

The name of the proposed 
replacement was not dis¬ 
closed. 

Jim Livingstone, president 
of the 2,200-member CATCA, 
said in an interview Saturday 
that he submitted the name 
last Wednesday and that the 
government had until some¬ 
time next week to replace 
Herman with someone accept¬ 
able to CATCA. 

Otherwise, air traffic con¬ 
trollers would be asked to 
vote again on a recently ac¬ 
cepted working contract, 
opening the possibility of a 
Canada-wide strike that would 
virtually halt commercial air 
traffic. 

“We intend to have the 
membership re - ballot the 
question next, week,” Living¬ 
ston said. “It’s the question of 
the resignation of Kennan that 
they are going to be voting 
on.” 

Keenan, a Montreal lawyer 
appointed by Transport Min¬ 
ister Otto Lang, resigned fol¬ 
lowing pressure from French- 
language pilots, controllers 
and MPs. TAs job was to de^- 
termine whether bilingualism 
presented a safety hazard in 
air control. 

Livingston said that regard¬ 
less of what happened, 
CATCA was prepared to join 
in studies for that purpose, 
“but we do so with the belief 
that it isn’t possible” to in¬ 
troduce bilingual instrument 
air traffic control in Quebec 
without posing safety hazards.

Due to the mathematics In¬ 
volved in the measurements, 
each additional decibal repre¬ 
sents a 10 per cent increase In 
the perceived noise level. 

* The FAA also measured 
pollution from the Concorde 
and other planes as the jets 
taxied across Dulles. 

On one day, May 31. the 
Concorde spewed out much 
more carbon monoxide than a 
727 and a 747 recorded about 
the same time, but generally

Grade 7 students at View 
Royal elementary school had 
two days of investigation into 
the topic of capital punish¬ 
ment recently and came away 
with a different view' than 
when they started. 

What began as a simple dis¬ 
cussion on capital punish- 
a current events session one 
morning turned into a major 
project involving policemen, 
psychiatrists, law professors 
and students, wardens and a 
representative of the John 
Howard Society. 

Teacher Boh Campbell said 
it began with a morning dis¬ 
cussion on cpiatal punish¬ 
ment. with a jttraw vote going 
29-2 in favor of the. death pen- ‘ 
alty. 

"The kids showed a lot of 
interest." Campbell said. 

So he set up interviews and 
asked his students to bring 
back their findings. 

C a m p h e 1 1 and fellow- 
teacher Rickie Gold set out to 
give the students a wide view 
of the problem by having both 
sides of the controversy avail¬ 
able. 


'The staff and students re¬ 
ceived a welcome from Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria's law facul¬ 
ty. with professor Dr. Keith 
Jobson participating and UVic 
law students providing the 
transportation. 

The students, in groui* of 
five or six. went to visit such 
places as Wilkinson Rued Jail 
and Eric Martin Institute, and 
talked to police chiefs, war¬ 
dens and those involved in re¬ 
habilitation work. 

After the two days. Camp¬ 
bell asked the students to vote 
again on the issue. This time, 
the, vote came out 15 for t< 
seven against and six un-* 
decided. 

Campbell also asked those 
interested to * write - their 
thoughts on the subject. 

Six of the essays and jxiems 
submitted are printed here: 

"My mind wonder’s to 
whether I am in favor <rf capi¬ 
tal punishment or not because 
looking further into the sub¬ 
ject by interviews my mind 
began to change from a 100 
per cent in favpr of to 50 j»er 
cent in favor of. 

"Mr. Willie Blonde from the 
John Howard Society men¬ 


tioned points against capital 
punishment I had never even 
thought of. like is it right to 
kill. My thoughts and ques¬ 
tions-at the start of the inter¬ 
view were strongly for capital 
punishment but as we con¬ 
tinued my mind began to 
wonder, asking myself over 
and over again, "is it right to 
kill?" and "just because 
they've killed, does it give us 
the right to kill?"

Mourners protest doomed

Josephine I^ancaster had 
never been to a public demon¬ 
stration'. 

But when the Fairfield 
Community Association held a 
memorial service Saturday 
for four area houses lacing 
demolition for a condominium 
development. the elderly 
woman took the bus down 
from her Rockland Avenue 
apartment and caned the last 
few blocks to join about 50 
others at the Oscar Street ser¬ 
vice site. 

"I wanted to see it. as it 
was my old neighbbfftOOd," 
sha said explaining her pre¬ 
sence among all the anti¬ 
developer pro-neighborhood 
placards and rhetoric. Just 
down the street from the 
doomed houses was the house 
she first moved into as a 1912 
bride and later raised a fami¬ 
ly. 

"It won’t be long before 
that comes down loo," she 
predicted. 

Standing on the porch of 
1163 Oscar, one of the four 
houses, community 'associa¬ 
tion president Syd Langhelt 
read an' honor toll of the area 
houses that had recently suc¬ 
cumbed or were in the termi¬ 
nal etftges~«fc what he referred 
to as "demol-disease". 

He told the crowd to "re¬ 
member the houses that have 
gone" with their friendly 
noises which were replaced 
- l?y "the shrouded silence of 
apartments."

was now petitioning the provin¬ 
cial government for changes 
in the Municipal Act to give it 
that right.

Gordon Soutar tried to hang 
on to his 357 Chester house 
but finally gave into develop¬ 
ers and purchased elsewhere 
in Fairfield. 

Soutar thinks fho project 
might have been curbed if the 
tenants of 1163 Oscar had 
taken better care of their in¬ 
expensive rental property and 
thus been less of a burden to 
their aged absentee landlord 
who bad wanted to hang onto 
the house longer. 

Soutar had no quarrel with 
the price the developers of¬ 
fered him for his stucco home 
.w ith its extensive. and well 
.kept gardens. 

"But that’s not the point," 
he said. 


Langhelt said the family 
character of the Fairfield 
area was in jeopardy and one 
mother brought the point 
home to the gathering by il¬ 
lustrating the significance her 
family has in a neighborhood 
fast going over to apartments. 
She said strangers have affec¬ 
tionately told her "we watch 
your family from the win¬ 
dow." 

"My children have to go 
quite a ways now to find 
friends." she added, 
langhelt said the situation 


wasn’t hopeless and called for 
support in the association's 
recommendations to city 
council that it find ways to 
halt demolitions and the 
apartment zoned properties 
lie downzoned to either duplex 
or single family.

Fryer said Saturday 
BCGEU’s main concern with 
Bill 58 was the length of the 
cooling-off period 90 days, 
with a 14-day extension if nec¬ 
essary. 

"We think that’s far too, 
long. A cooling-off period of 
that length just takes the 
pressure off both sides in any 
effort to roach a settlement " 

He said his union would 
have raised a strong objection 
if the legislation had meant 
binding arbitration for the 
ferry workers. 

"But the legislation makes 
it crystal clear that binding 
arbitration does not apply to 
ferry disputes, 1 ” Fryer said. 

Of less concern to him is the 
fact binding arbitration can 
be used in certain matters not 
involved in regular negotia¬ 
tions. 

The criticism offered by

Hundreds of firefighters 
battling fortet fires in north¬ 
ern Ontario were aided by an 
inch of rain which fell late 
Friday and early Saturday. 

Rain also eased the fire sit¬ 
uation in Manitoba, News 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia. 
Fires still also were burning 
in Quebec and Alberta. 

Wayne Mutton, information 
officer with the Ontario natu¬ 
ral resources ministry, said 
Saturday the rainfall was the 
first of any real conseqhen* e 
since April in the Sioux l^ook- 
out area and other northern 
regions. 

“The whole area got a real 
good soaking and the picture 
is a happier one today,” he 
said. 

Mutton cautioned however, 
that if the rain stopped and 
dry weather returned the situ¬ 
ation could revert to what it 
was on June 5, a day he de¬ 
scribed as “Black Saturday.” 

The worst fire in Ontario 
Saturday evening was Ignace 
19, which has destroyed thou¬ 
sands of acres of jackpine. 
balsam, fir and spruce. 

In Nova Scotia, firefighters 
attacked hot spots as they 
flared up on the fringes of the 
week’s biggest blaze, a i 
charred area of more than 1 
25,000 acres straddling the 
PI ctou-Guys borough county 
borders. Strong winds brought 
concern that flareups might 
generate into major fire pock¬ 
ets. 

One finger of the fire which 
threatened the small lumber¬ 
ing village of Sunnybrae was 
under close surveillance but 


there was little sign of flame. 
Most of the residents of the 
community were back in the - 
homes they were forced to 
evacuate in mid-week. 

A spokesman for the provin¬ 
cial lands and forests depart¬ 
ment credited hard work by 
department personnel and 
residents and the action of a 
water bomber on loan from 
Newfoundland in isolating the* 
narrow offshoot. 

A change in wind, a rapid 
drop in temperatures com¬ 
bined with showers late Fri¬ 
day and early Saturday made 
the picture in Nova Scotia 
woodlands much better than a 
week earlier, the spokesman 
said. 

Periods of hea\;y rain con¬ 
tained a fire in northeastern 
New Brunswick woods after it 
had burned over an estimated 
5,600 acres of spruce and cut- 
over land. 

A spokesman tor the prov¬ 
ince’s lands and forests de¬ 
partment said all woodland 
fires in New Brunswick were 
either well contained or extin¬ 
guished. 

Woodlands in both - - Nova 


Scotia and New Brunswick 
however, remained closed to 
the public. 

The band of rain over the 
northern part of the region 
fell as snow as it mixed with 
cold air over Newfoundland 
Saturday. A series of small 
fires were brought under con¬ 
trol in the province earlier in 
the week. 

In Manitoba, rain brought 


marked improvement in the 
forest fire situation. 

The province had 33 fires 
burning Saturday evening 
with the most serious in wood¬ 
lands east of Lake Winnipeg. 
Manitoba has recorded 435 
fires in its forests so far this 
year. One of 81 fires burning 
in Quebec Saturday was 
classed as out of control. 

Quebec lands and forests 


department officials said 45 
fires were under control, 31) 
were being held, four were 
under observation and one 
was being investigated. 

There was no change* in the 
status of Alberta’s eight small 
fires, all described as under 
control. 

Saskatchewan and British 
Columbia reported no big 
fires.

2,000 fail 
language tests 

MONTREAL (CP) —Almost 
2.000 students in the Montreal 
area will be forced to attend 
French-language schools next 
fall against the wishes of their 
parents .because they failed 
government language tests. 


WINNIPEG (CP) — The 
Free Press quotes an Air Can¬ 
ada 0 union report as saying 
lack of adequate financial 
control has cost the publicly 
owned airline enough revenue 
to “almost or perhaps totally’’ 
account for the company’s 
$12.4-million deficit last year. 

In a copyright story, the 
newspaper says the report 
was provided bylocal officials 
of the Canadian Air Line Em¬ 
ployees' Association, which 
has been involved in an unre¬ 
solved contract, dispute With 
the airline’s Winnipeg-based 
finance branch for more than 
a year. 

However, the Free Press 
quotes Dale Atkinson, manag¬ 
er of the finance branch, as 
saying some of the allegations 
are “completely false, while 
others are ^completely mis¬ 
leading and taken out of con¬ 
text.” 

It says the study was appar¬ 
ently written and released to 
the union’s membership last 
year in a series of progress 
reports on the effects of a 
work slowdowh and work-to¬ 
rtile campaign toy the employ¬ 
ees. 

The newspaper says the al¬ 
legations have been the basis 
for charges of airline mis¬ 
management made in the 
House of Commmons in recent 
weeks by Dan McKenzie, 
Progressive Conservative 


member for Winnipeg South 
Centre. 

“The financial study . . . 
says Air Canada has written 
off millions of dollars in unre¬ 
ported ticket sales by airline 
sales offices, travel agents 


and commercial subscribers,” 
the newspaper reports. 

“More millions have been 
lost because the airline is 
simply paying out refunds and 
flight coupon billings from 
other airlines and accepting 


sales reports from trawl 
agents and commercial sub¬ 
scribers without auditing 
them for errors, the union 
claims.” 

Atkinson was quoted as 
saying the tirline had not 


written off any revenue as 
such. 

“It’s just a matter of man¬ 
agement making the decision 
to hold off on the auditing for 
a period of time,” he was 
quoted as saying. “This is not 
irrecoverable revenue.” 


No-fault divorce not approved 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Jus¬ 
tice Minister Ron Basford 
said Saturday the federal cab¬ 
inet had not yet approved 
plans for “no-fault divorce.’’ 

Asked about reports that 
cabinet has approved the 
measure, Basford said: 
“That’s not right.” 

He said at a news confer¬ 


ence that he would be discuss¬ 
ling the divorce issue and 
other law reform questions 
with provincial attomeys- 
general at a federal-provin¬ 
cial meeting Thursday. 

A previous federal-provin¬ 
cial meeting last fall agreed 
that there should be a discus¬ 
sion of divorce law reform 


and other family law issues at 
next Thursday’s conference, 
the justice minister said. 

The federal Law Reform 
Commission has urged no¬ 
fault divorce on the sole 
grounds of marriage break¬ 
down. Basford praised the 
findings of the_Law Reform 
Commission last month and 


indicated he hoped to act on 
some of the recommen¬ 
dations. 

The justice minister said 
the federal-provincial confer¬ 
ence would be discussing such 
issues as elimination of guilt 
in divorce and equal distribu¬ 
tion of goods after the mar¬ 
riage breakup.

CHIPINOA. Rhodesia (UPI) 

— John Randall read a line 
from a newspaper to his wife 
Barbara: ‘’If you want to for¬ 
get your other problems, wear 
right shoes.” f 

Barbara smiled but she 
and her estate manager hus¬ 
band would have to wear very 
tight shoes before they could 
forget their other problems. 

They live on the border 
with Mozambique within sight 
of a guerrilla camp from 
which insurgent* slip into 
Rhodesia to wage “Chtmuren- 
ga” (War of liberation). 

In a single day recently the 
Randalls were bombarded by 
a barrage of 51 122mm rock¬ 
et*. One rocket was f ired into 
the pump house at their fisK 
dam and the house of an es¬ 
tate official — not there at the 
time — was destroyed. 

No lives were lost in the at¬ 
tack and none was made di¬ 
rectly on the Randalls’ farm¬ 
house. 

Randall, who farmed and- 
planted tea in Kenya and Tan¬ 
zania before coming to Rhode¬ 
sia. is a big man with a ready- 
smile and a measured, 
thoughtfufl way of sjiqaking. 

Why doesn’t he leave this 
war 2one for some safer plan¬ 
tation or another life? 

“I believe we have a job to 
do here. We do a good job. a 
satisfying one and it cannot 
be abandoned,” he said. "I’m 
not saying. this isn’t a tense 
situation, it is. but we can 
take it and the work can’t 
stop.” 

His company has $3.2 mil¬ 
lion invested in the well-kept 
green tea estate on the rolling 
slopes of Mount Selinda. 

Randall is developing the 
lands further “so that in four 
years’ time every inch will be 
under production.” 

The 800-acre estate and its. 
surroundings are story-book 
beautiful. Water babbles into 
a trout breeding basin. Birds 
call across the valley. 

Moat of the time the war 
seem* a long way off and the 
most ‘frightening noises are 
made by the monkey-like 
bushbabies, screaming in the 
night. 

The Randalls’ army and po¬ 
lice protection helps ease the 
danger of a sudden attack. At 
least two white police reser¬ 
vists are always on the pre¬ 
mises, keeping the night 
watch. 

Their house and garden is 
surrounded by a 10-foot high 
security fence wired with an 
alarm system and 1,000 and 
1.500 watt security lights can 
cover the surroundings for 
several hundred yards. 

“We don't use the lights,” 
Randall said. “Not until 
there’s an attack, else I'm 
setting myself up as a tar¬ 
get.” 

Randall carries an U7T1 spb- j 
machine gun and has been j 
issued with a rifle by the 
army. His Landrover is mine- j 
proofed — protected beneath 
by half-inch steel plating and 
overhead by heavy roll-bars. 

Inside their house they have 
an instant link with security 
force headquarters in Chipin- 
ga through the “agrlc-alert” 
radio transceiver, which pin¬ 
points at the press of a button 
a house under attack. Rein¬ 
forcements can arrive within 
minutes, 

Barbara does not like her 
home to look like a bunker — 
"we have to live here,” she 
says — and.there are no sand¬ 
bags or mortar trenches 
around. 

“Some homes around here 
are so well protected you 
could break your neck falling 
into a trench if you walked 
around there in the dark,” 
she said. * 


Randall ascribes the fact ! 
his own home has not come 
under direct assault to his ! 
dose relations with his labor¬ 
ers who keep him informed of 1 
what happens on the other 
side of the border, to the fact j 
he does not walk around the ! 
estate openly carrying a j 
weapon and to luck. 

“While I was building, the 
dam wall which is right on 
the boundary I was always in 
hill view of some huts from 
where we’d seen mortars 
being launched in the past,” 
he said. “But no one fired at 
me although I was obviously 
unarmed.” 

That: afternoon “agric-.lj 

alert” called Randall to help 
find a doctor. 

"There’s been a landmine 
explosion and fflere are inju¬ 
ries,” the radio controller 
said. 

Later Randall learned that 
three white civilians, a 
mother and two daughters, 
had ttted in the incident.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, HAITI 

—This is mango season and, 
on every street comer, a 
black Haitian girl is squatted 
In front of a half dozen green* 
and-yellow fruits. Probably 
the by-products of the family 
•backyard, a scent/ ready for 
the artist’s paintbrush. 

Great baskets of mangoes 
come down frpm the bills, 
carried in head loads by 
women swinging down the 
road. The iron market is full 
of them. They sell every¬ 
thing in th<* non market. It’s

the social centre, the gos¬ 
sip exchange. 

There are some small su¬ 
permarkets in town. BUI I 
can't imagine Port-au-Prince 
without the bustle and the 
noise, the liveliness of the 
iron market. 


The mangoes I eat each 
morning under purple bou¬ 
gainvillea at the Villa Creole 
are bright orange* inside. 
Almost Chinese red. In Ha¬ 
waii, I make my children eat 
mangoes hanging over a bath¬ 
tub — they’re that explosive 
when you bite into thern. 

These are juicy. But Haiti 
has discovered a way of divid¬ 
ing the mango with a knife. 
Scoring it into-bite-size pieces 
they don’t drown you in the • 
squirting julcu 

With mangoes, the warm 
Haiti sun and dark roast cof¬ 
fee, I might never go home 
again. 

★ ★ ★ 

Cruise ships have discov¬ 
ered this island in the sun. 
The ships in the Caribbean 
see are as desperate for new 
harbors as Columbus was. In 
the best known ports — like 


St. Thomas — two and three 
ships shoulder each other for 
dock room. 

A couple of thousand pas¬ 
sengers ashore at the same 
time is a madhouse*. 

Haiti got a dozen ships this 
year. It jumped the tourist 
business to more than a 
quarter of a million. * 

A cruise line vice-president 
told me: "Haiti and the Do¬ 
minican R*«public are going to 
grow faster than anywhere 
else in the Caribbean next 
year.” 


(French-speaking Haiti and 
S[mnish-speaking Dominica 
sihare the island of Hispqnio- 
la, the island where Columbus 
first landed and built the first 
fort in the n^jr world.) 

He said: "We have the 
ships and the planes and the 
people traffic. It’s certain that 
Haiti is the place. It’s 
French. It’s the only black 
republic in our part of the 
world. It’s tropical. It’s some¬ 
thing they’ve never seen be¬ 
fore." 

There are no chain hotels. 
No Hiltons, no Hyatts, no Hol¬ 
iday Inns yet. But there are 


2;800 hotel rooms. The best 
are in Petionville, 1,500 feet in 
the cooler air above Port-au- 
Prince. 

A first-class double room in 
the winter runs around $45 a 
day with breakfast and din¬ 
ner. And there are good guest 
houses in town at half and 
even a third that price. 

★ ★ ★ 

So far I’v« run into four ex¬ 
cellent restaurants and there 
must be a half dozerf* more. 
There's a spicy bit of creole 
in the French cooking- The 
local escargots — snails 
stuffed with butter and garlic 
— are smaller than French 
escargots. And there’s some 
local herb in it that’s deli¬ 
cious. 

In the back country they’re 
paving roads. Now they'r<* 
made for foot and donkey 
traffic. Fly on the local air¬ 
line.’ You’re never more than 
half an hour from where you 
want to go. 

★ ★ ★ 

A brisk new tourist board is 
watch-dogging the tourist 
centres. Taxi drivers who met 
the ships used to work us over 
unmercifully. Argue * extra 
charges. Now the tourist 


board is putting in taxi con¬ 
trols. You don’t agree with 
the taxi charge? Take him to 
the nearest control office. 

You get an immediate deci¬ 
sion on the correct price. 

Some outside investment 
money is coming in. Today 
people from Miami are start¬ 
ing a project to raise winter 
tomatoes for the snowy east¬ 
ern market. 

There’s a little light in¬ 
dustry: Haiti makes two of 
every three baseballs in the 
world. (There’s something to 
shake up your next dinner 
conversation). 


Most hotels are less than 
150 rooms — only 80 where I 
am at Villa Creolet But the 
morning waiter knows my 
name. And Louise, the* pretty 
milk-chocolate barmaid, 
knows I like two slices of 
fresh lime in the fragrant 
Barbancourt rum.

"Cabin fever?" a visitor 
asks a ruddy-faced man duck¬ 
ing out of a goosedown parka. 

"Nah,” he replies, dismiss¬ 
ing the syndrome of depres¬ 
sion and irritability associat¬ 
ed with the long, dark Arctic 
winters. 

But another patron dis¬ 
agrees. "1 think cabin fever is 
widespread,’’ she says, in¬ 
dicating it is one of the rea¬ 
sons for the popularity of the 
North of GO Club’s annual 
charter flight to Hawaii.

10 days and if I hadn’t had 
the break I’d have been 
shipped out in a cage.” 

Club manager Dan Billing 
steers clear of the term cabin 
fever, but says a holiday in 
the sun is almost a necessity 
for people working in^the 
North. 

Mental Health officials in 
the North agree there is a 
psychological syndrome which 
appears common during the 
latter part of the northern 
winter. 

The symptoms are mainly 
depression and irritability, 
sometimes resulting in out¬ 
bursts of anger and behavior 
which can result in marital 
breakdown or, in a few ex¬ 
treme cases, suicide. 

Jo McQuarry of the North¬ 
west Territories Mental 
Health Association says con- 
‘Tributing factors are not only 
the long periods of darkness 
and intense cold but also lack 
of visual and auditory stimu¬ 
lation. 

"In the barren lands, every¬ 
thing is white on white," she 
explains. "And the silence is 
deafening. It's an insidious 
condition, it iust creeps up on 
you one day.” 

Dr. Pal Abbott, head of the 
territories mental health unit, 
says the'natives of the North 
are usually not affected. 
"This is their world.” 

Rather, the condition af¬ 
fects southern Canadians, 
usually married women with 
young children who move to 
the North for the sake of a 
husband's job. Such women 
spend most of their time in 
the home, finding it not worth 
the hour it takes to outfit the 
children for the harsh out¬ 
doors they can withstand fox- 
only 15 minutes. 

"I’m accused of being chau¬ 
vinistic.’’ says Dr. Abbott, 
"but I thirty women in the 
North should work if they pos¬ 
sibly can." 

Mrs. McQuarry, noting that 
a phenomenon like cabin 
fever could be common to 
apartment dwellers in south¬ 
ern Canada, disputes the 
claim that women are pri¬ 
marily the victims. "Men suf¬ 
fer just es much." 

She and Dr. Abbott, agree, 
however, that the phenome¬ 
non is most common in March 
and April, just before the ex-

been harassed from its last 
stronghold on British soil. 


John Murray intends to stop 
the erosion. After 1-1 years in 
Edinburgh and Glasgow. Mur¬ 
ray has returned to his home 
in the tiny farming hamlet of 
Barvas and an office in Stor¬ 
noway. His job is to make a 
language that was the first he 
learned as a child, the work¬ 
ing language of the schools, 
not just a taught subject, like 
Latin or French. 

He is deeply committrd. 
“We’re not to be equated wilh 
butterfly collectors,’’ he said. 
“Gaelic isn’t something you 
do in your spare time. It’s a 
whole world. The sea roars in 
Gaelic. The birds sing in 
Gaelic. The dogs bark in Gae¬ 
lic." Dogs in Gaelic say 
“ahm” which sounds like 
i “arf.” 
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Fish nets line dock in Stornoway harbor 


system. At the bottom are 100 
or so inhabitants whose roots, 
it is thought, go back to the 
Bronze Age. They are called 
“tin smiths.” Until a few dec¬ 
ades ago they were itinerant 
I>eddlers. selling kitchen uten-v- 
sils from farm to farm and 
repairing pots, pans, and milk 
cans. 


They are a somewhat isolat¬ 
ed minority that tends to in¬ 
termarry. They have Scottish 
surnames, primarily Mac¬ 
Donald. MacPhee, Stewart 
and Drummond, and to an 
outsider, they look just like 
everyone else in the Hebrides. 

“But we know who they 
are.” said a public official, 
“by how they walk.” Tin 
smiths, he said, have “a cer¬ 
tain swing" to their gait. A 
taxi driver said he could iden¬ 
tify them “by a look in their 
eye.” 

Religion, like the social 
strata, is different here. The 
anti-establishment, one-time 
anti-landlord Free Church of 
Scotland, the “Wee Frees," 
weighs as heavily on the is¬ 
land’s secular life as the 
Catholic church does in Ire¬ 
land. 


Emigration, both to North 
America and the Sqottish 
mainland, has been a perenni¬ 
al problem. But some people 
see early signs of abatement. 

Murray. 37. one who re¬ 
turned. has been given a 
SIJO.OOO, three-year govern- j 
ment grant to restore Gaelic I 
in the primary schools. "What 
we have in many of the 
schools now.” he said, is the I 
foolish situation of Gaelic- 
speaking children and Gaelic- 
speaking teachers speaking 
English to each other.” 

“The purpose,” he said. ; 
“isn’t to. shore up Gaelic. It’s i 
sound educational thinking. If 


a child has come to school 
with two languages, that 
means he has had experiences 
in two languages. If you limit 
him to one. you’re hurting the 
way he looks at the world.”

- Impresario John Minshall 
picked up the phone last week 
to find a caller from Toronto 
with what turned out to he an 
offer he could easily refuse. 

Would he be interested in 
an illusionist act from Spain? 

Well no, actually he 
wouldn't he told the agent, 
one of many phorting him 
weekly with shows to sell. 

It's not that Minshall has 
anything against magicians, 
nor does he think Victorians 
have either. 

"There's an audience out 
there for it but it just won’t 
pay except maybe a dollar 
a ticket.” he said. 

So the agent and his magi¬ 
cians go jKK>f in a cloud of 
costs versus ticket prices.

ly rules what MinshaH can 
include in his concert series, 
not necessarily his personal 
likes and dislikes.

Rounding up the ticket 
buyers is the challenge, ac¬ 
cording to Minshall, but find¬ 
ing a place to put them in 
Victoria is the bane of an im¬ 
presario's existence. 

“Our particular problem is 
that jieople demand first-class 
shows of world calibre and we 
don't have a big enough 
theatre.” 

A 2.500-seat theatre would 
do him just fine but as it is 
Minshall needs 80-per-cent 
houses at the 1.400-seat Royal 
to break even.

ment market. But when the 
books have been tallied, he 
has come out on top. 

Forget about him raking in 
the millions to the sparse 
I^angjey Street, office -- not 
an autographed ‘star’ photo in 
the place — that he shares 
with an investment dealer. 
Most executive types in the 
civil service do better and 
some reporters for that mat¬ 
ter.

He claims he isn't in it for 
the bucks but rather "to pro¬ 
vide a service to the commu¬ 
nity and improve the quality 
of life and within that frame¬ 
work make a living.”

He often 
succeeds. 

And while his 585 subscrip¬ 
tion price for the spiffiest 
seats is among the highest in 
the city, v he still sells his tick¬ 
ets for several dollars less 
than the same show goes for 
in the east. 

Minshall hedges on evaluat¬ 
ing his past attractions and 
won’t say which of this sea¬ 
son’s 10 productions artistical¬ 
ly excite him. But he won’t 
deny it’s a bit of a coup snar¬ 
ing Ballet Roland Petit, Cleo 
I.aine and the National Arts 
Centre Orchestra for their 
Victoria debuts. 

The comjng season (“it all 
just fell into place”) is the 
one he claims to have been 
working toward. As for the fu¬ 
ture, the challenge is to main¬ 
tain that standard. 

Although Minshall gives no 
indication of wanting to move 
closer to the theatrical side of 
things, thfc summer he may 
have to. 

He’s backing Cabaret to be 
staged in July at the Codar 
Hill Community Centre and if 
all goes well the Empress in 
August. He's leaving directing 
and production details up to 
Colin . Gorrie and Barbara 
Mrtaughlin who undoubtedly 
will be only a phone call 
away. 

His number one problem 
with Cabaret is figuring out a 
way to crack the traditional 


resistance to summer theatre 
in Victoria and then convince 
people to go to a theatre they 
don’t know far from down¬ 
town. 

According to Minshall the 
award-winning Cabaret is the 
show to try it all with. 

“If it’s hummable, it’s sella¬ 
ble.” said Minshall who ob¬ 
viously thinks cabaret is both. 

“We’ll know this time next 
month, “he adds.

The big northern come in 
the latte>r part of June and 
stay about three weeks. 

They are migratory coho 
and at first stay around Ef¬ 
fingham (Village) Islands, 
Cree Island and the Cape 
Beale, Seabird Rocks areas. 

Thep there is a run Af 
smaller eight- to 12-poiyW 
coho, which arrive around 
Aug. 15 and stay around 
Barkley Sound to about Sept. 
15 when they move into Alber- 
ni Intot to begin their spawn¬ 
ing runs. 

A few boaters and fisher¬ 
men have known these Bark¬ 
ley Sound waters for many 
years, but in the past five 
years, along with the popular¬ 
ity of speedy, sleeper-type 
cruisers and an affluent popu¬ 
lation that can afford them, 
Barkley Sound has become a 
popular fishing and cruising 
mecca. 

About 30 miles down inlet 
from Port Albemi and China 
Creek Park it. is little more 
than an hour’s run for the 
speedy boats. There are 
launching ramps at Port Al- 
bemi’s Clutesi Marina and at 
China Creek. 

If you have a boat you can 
trailer you can drive into 
Bamfield area and launch 
from there. 

At Bamfield there is a 
rough beach launching spot 


for small boats beside Ostrom 
machine shop. There is also a 
lirst-elas» launching ramp at 
adjacent Port Desire, a fully 
enclosed and sheltered bay, 
less than a quarter mile from 
Bamfield. 

You can also launch at 
Poett Nook, where there Is a 
campground and marine facil¬ 
ities. '/ 

You can get gas at Bam- 
fteild and somg, at Poett Nook, 
but Albemi Inlet-Barkley 
Sound cruisers should be 
warhed there won’t be gas fa¬ 
cilities at Ecoole this year. 

All the big chinook that pro¬ 
vide such fabulous tyee fish¬ 
ing in Albemi Jnlet must 
enter through Barkley Sound 
and some of them stay around 
most of the summer, before 
heading up-inlet. 

Sarita Bay. San Mateo, 
Rainy Bay. Pill Point, Vernon 
Ray and Holford Bay are the 
favorite spots for big chinook 
fishing. 

The winter chinook are in 
these waters in January, Feb¬ 
ruary and March. 

Then In mid-March, the big 
25- and 38-pound chinook 
move in on their way to the 
spawning rivers off Albemi 
Inlet. They provide lively fish¬ 
ing into September, with red 


h^)t tyee fishing the last twp 
>veeks of August. 

Usually these fish are found 
fairly deep. Use 60 to 70 feet 
of line and big planer, Strip 
Teaser, whole herring or an- 
chovey, no flasher, and troll 
close to the shoreline. 

Try mooching and trolling 
for chlnooks around Meares 
Bluff on the eastern side of 
Effingham (Village) Island 
and along the shores of Diana 
Island off Kirby Point, Helby 
Island, across Satellite Pas¬ 
sage and along Sanford Island 
for chlnooks in March, 
through September, with June 
and July best months for big 
Chinooks. 

There is a run of big Chin¬ 
ooks off Caj>e Beale in. 
August. Drift fishermen tfcke 
them on Buzz Bombs, and 
other lures. Moovhers with 
plug-cut herring also take 
them in this area. 

Try Toquart Bay for jack 
chinook and coho, June to Sep¬ 
tember, using four ounces to 
one pound of weight and 
small spoons or bait. 

There is year-round fishing 
for j^ck chinook in the waters 
around Swale Rock, in Se- 
chart Channel and along the 
Broken Group of islands. In 
summer and fall there are 


also some very big chinooks 
taken in the Swale Rock area. 

The big, 30- to 50-pound tyee 
salmon first hit Barkley 
Sound at Sarita Bay in June 
and they then spread out to 
all the chlnnook fishing bays 
and up the inlet. Sarita Bay at 
the mouth of the Sarita River 
has Its own tyee run in August 
and September. 

And in October anglers fish 
for chum salmon with Buzz 
Bombs, Stingsildas, Pirks, 
Pirkens and other drift-fishing 
lures, right off the rocks on 
the Sarita Beach. 

The big northern migrating 
coho move intq the outside 
waters of Barkley Sound in 
late June and early July and 
usually stay around three 
weeks and then move on to¬ 
wards the Fraser. 

Green and white bucktail on 
short lines can be effective, 
and about July 5 is the hot 
time. 

The Soquel Bank, offshore 
midway between Pachena 
Point and Cape Beale is pro¬ 
ductive for the more ven¬ 
turesome in bigger boats. 

Along the kelp beds off 
Cape Beale is another hot 
spot and so are the eastern 
shores of Effingham (Vfl^JagcU 
Island, off Meares Bluff 


the shoreline from Kirby 
Point, off Diana Island, along 
Helby Island, across Satellite 
Passage and along Sanford Is¬ 
land. 

These same waters get an¬ 
other run of smaller eight- to 
12-pound coho about from 
Aug. 15 tp Sept. 15 and these 
are Albemi Inlet coho heading 
for their home waters. 

Action Flashtails, flies, 
small spoons, Squirts and Oc¬ 
topus, behind flashers on 
short 18- to 20-inch leaders 
are productive for these fish, 
which spread through to all 
the other Barkley ‘ Sound 
waters and up the Inlet in 
such great numbers in some 
years that federal fisheries 
worries about overcrowding 
on the spawning rivers. 

The Swale Rock - Sechait 
Channel-Broken Group waters 
provide good coho fishing J uly 
through September, using 
four ounces to 12 ounces of 
weight, 40 to 70 fetejt of line, 
flashers, Tom Mack spoons, 
b u c k t a i 1 s , hootchies and 
Squirts. 

By August, the entire Berk¬ 
ley Sound area is a hot fishing 
■ ground for coho and chinook 
as they all home in for Albcr- 
Inlet and the waters of 
ir birth.

WIARTON, Ont. (CP) — 
Several years ago, Mrs. Jack 
Helsdon was watching a 
woman on television making 
apple-head dolls. 

She was so fascinated she 
took some hasty notes and de¬ 
cided some day she would try 
it. She didn’t realize how.soon 
some day was going to be. 

When failing health forced 
her husband to sell his busi¬ 
ness in Tillsonburg, Ont., the 
couple moved to a cottage 
near this Georgian Bay town 
to live in semi-retirement. 

Being a newcomer to the 
community, it was Mrs. Hels¬ 
don‘s crafts that helped her 
adjust to her new life-style. 


Although hot all apple-head 
dolls have faces that look old, 
that’s the type of doll Mrs. 
Helsdon makes. With that fact 
in mind, she dresses them in 
period costumes. 

For authenticity, she re¬ 
sorts to old photographs and 
books. Even the sideburns 
and beards of her apple-head 
men have a definite “period.” 

Mrs. Helsdon said apples 
right now aren’t as good as in 
the fall. She has worked with 
many varieties, but prefers 
Spys. She peels the apples 
and leaves them about a week 
to dry. By this time they are 
soft and easily worked with 
the fingers. 


She does little carving on 
her faces—in* most instances 
none at all. 

The features taken on by 
the appile heads are as much 
a surprise to Mrs. Helsdon as 
anyone else. Sometimes they 
look really devilish, some¬ 
times there’s a real twinkle.

TORONTO (CP) — Justice 
Sydney Robins of Ontario Su¬ 
preme Court has awarded a 
damage settlement of 
$1,041,197.85—one o f the- 
largest in Canadian history — 
to a 17-year-old Toronto girl 
conYpletely paralyzed since 
being hit by a car three years 
ago. 

However, Richard Som- 
mere, lawyer for Bonnier 
McLeod, the paralyzed girl, 
said the likelihood of collecting 
much more than $100,000—tH', 
amount of public liability in¬ 
surance carried by the drivei 
— is "almost nil." . 

Robins made the judgment 
against Albert Hodgins. 51, of 
Toronto and his wife, Margit, 
who owned the car. Hodgins 
was convicted of failing to re¬ 
main at the scene of an ac¬ 
cident and fined $100. 

The judge said $800,000 was 
for Miss McLeod's future 
care, including medical ex- 
Itenses and rehabilitation, and 
for loss of income. He said 
$200,000 was for loss of expec¬ 
tations and life expectancy 
and lor loss of enjoyment of 
life. 

The balance was to reim¬ 
burse the Ontario Health In¬ 
surance plan. 

Miss McLeod, a grade 10 
student, is conimed to a 
wheelchair and is taken to 
school in a van. 

Sommers said the $100,000 
that Miss McLeod will receive 
from Sun Alliance and London 
Insurance Co. Ltd. and any 
other money collected from 
Hodgins and his wife will be 
paid to the official guardian 
appointed by the provincial 
government to oversee the in¬ 
terests of minors in such 
court cases. 

Miss McLeod will begin re¬ 
ceiving ttie interest from the 
money immediately and she 
will get control of the entire 
fund when she turns 18. the 
lawyer said.

Garden notes 



TREE OF HEAVEN 

(H. O’C., Victoria) 

Ail an thus is everything 
claimed lor it in the advertis¬ 
ing circular you received — 
and a bit more to boot! 

This tree grows with ex¬ 
traordinary speed; it has 
pretty foliage rather like that ' 
of a tropical fern, and glossy 
enough to withstand the rav¬ 
ages- of soot, smoke and city 
dirt. Also, it colors up hand¬ 
somely in the autumn. 

The tree is quite hardy 
here. I do think, though, that 
the price asked in the circular 
is much too high, and I 
suggest you shop around our 
local nurseries before sending 
an order out of town. 

Heaven help you, though, if 
you happen to get a male 
tree, for the male flowers 
give off a rich, all-pervading 
odor rather like that of a 
backed-up sewer. In buying, 
therefore, insist on a speci¬ 
men grown from a root cut¬ 
ting taken from a female tree 
— don’t take a chance on a 
seed-grown tree of unknown 
sex. 


Ail an thus is known in its na¬ 
tive- China as the Tree of 
Heaven. In California, where 
male seedlings have escaped 
from cultivation and sprung 
up all over the countryside, it 
is known affectionately as 
Stinkweed! 

HARVESTING BEETS 

(D. L., Shawndgan Lake) 

There is no particular stage 
of maturity for pulling beets 
and they may be dug for use 
whenever they have reached 
the desired si/e. Very large 
beets have a tendency to be¬ 
come woody and tough, so for 
tenderness and delicate fla¬ 
vor, my own preference is to 
use them somewhere between 
golf ball and tennis ball size. 

It is best to ease them out 
of the ground gently with a 
digging fork rather than yank¬ 
ing them out by the scruff of 
the neck, for a beet tends to 
bleed badly in the cooking if 
the tap root is broken. 

Cut off the tops Hi inches 
above the bulb; old-time En¬ 
glish gardeners insist they 


should be twisted off between 
the two hands rather than cut 
with a knife, again to mini¬ 
mize bleeding. The tops make 
very good eating when cooked 
like spinach. 

CAMELLIA TROUBLES 

(C. A., Sidney) 

The camellia leaves you 
sent me were suffering from 
a leaf-spot disease — not a 
very serious infection, but 
one which often follows sun¬ 
burn, winter injury of uncon¬ 
genial growing conditions. 

Better pick off and bum all 
obviously affected leaves, and 
always do this PROMPTLY, 
before the disease can spread 
its spores io other parts of the 
plant. 

Then spray the remaining 
foliage every second week 
with Benomyl fungicide, V> 
teaspoonful per gallon of 
slightly soapy water, continu¬ 
ing until no further spread of 
the trouble can be detected. 

In the meantime, do what 
you can to improve growing 
conditions. I wouldn’t worry 
too much about maintaiining 


an acid condition in the soil; 
if you spread a generous 
mulch over the rooting area 
of coarse, unmilled peat 
moss... the soil condition will 
be more to the plant’s liking 
than if you try to acidify with 

chemicals. 

I don’t, think the soapy 
wash water you are giving 
your camellia can be a factor 
in this trouble, but a build-up 5 ' 
of detergent can couse un- 
pleasant changes in the tex¬ 
ture of the soil in time. In this 
case it would be better to 
switch to' plain water. 

JERUSALEM SAGE 

(V. McB., Victoria) 

The shrubby plant with yel¬ 
low blossoms Is Phlomis fru- 
ttcosa or Jerusalem Sage, a 
member of the mint family, 
making a bush two to four 
feet tall and with about the 
same spread. 

It is an evergreen and 
thrives in a south or 
southwest aspect, in sandy 
doam soil, and ideally with a 
bit of protection from the 
wind.

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WASHINGTON — The 
Board of Education of the 
state of Virginia has issued an 
edict that in order for a stu¬ 
dent to receive a high school 
diploma he will have to be 
able to prove he can read, 
write and perform basic arith¬ 
metic computations. 

If other states follow suit 
this radical step could eventu¬ 
ally affect every high school 
student in the country. Al¬ 
though the Virginia board 
won’t put the rule into effect 
until 1978. many students are 
already claiming that the de¬ 
cision violates the Constitu¬ 
tion as cruel and unusual 
punishment. 

“Like,” a Virginia high 
school student told me, “I 
think that’s an awful lot to ex¬ 
pect of someone going to 
school. I mean they’re asking 
us to prove we can read and 
write and also figure out deci¬ 
mals. How do they expect any 
of us to finish high school if 
they’re going to make it that 
tough?” 

“It does seem rather 


harsh,” I admitted, “particu¬ 
larly since for 10 years high 
school graduates have not 
been required to prove they 
could do any of these things.” 

“It’s not that we can’t do 
any of them,” he said. “Like 
in my class some kids can 
read and I knoiw some can 
write and others can add and 
subtract. But there’s only 
about six that can do all 
three, y’ know?”., 

“I guess this will put more 
pressure on the teachers,” I 
said. 

“Yeh, they’ll probably ruin 
the best years of our lives. I 
think a lot of kids will drop 
out of school if they’re going 
to be expected to read and 
write and multiply and divide 
to get a diploma.” 

“Why do you think the 
board got so tough at this 
time?” 

“They probably don’t like 
kids. Theylre .jealous of us be¬ 
cause we have so much fun in 
high school. They’re trying to 
turn us into robots.” 

“Perhaps,” I said, “the col¬ 


leges and ^universities have 
been putting pressure on 
them. I’ve heard that most 
universities are complaining 
that they have to spend so 
much time teaching high 
school graduates the funda¬ 
mentals of reading and writ¬ 
ing that they don’t have time 
to devote to higher education 
subjects.” 

“What do they expect of us 
anyway?” he said. '“After all, 
we’re only kids. I’m not say¬ 
ing reading and writing don’t 
help you in some situations, 
but I think it should be op¬ 
tional until you get to college. 
A lot of kids don’t want to go 
on to universities, so why 
should they be required to 
learn skills if they're never 
going to use them?’’x 

“I don’t havp the answer,” 
I said frankly. “Perhaps there 
are some taxpayers who feel 
that for all the money they 
spend on high schools in this 
country they would like to see 
the students come out of them 
with just three basic skills." 

“Like maybe they feel that 


way, but a high school 
shouldn’t be a prison, where 
they tell you that you have to 
do this and you have to do 
that. It’s a place where you 
should be able to expand your 
mind, ya’ know. You’re not 
going to learn about life out of 
books. A high school is a 
place where you make friends 
and learn how to drive a car, 
and go to concerts and stuff. 
A high school is where you 
root tor the football team and 
the basketball team and have 
scli^ol spirit. That’s what it’s 
all about. Now they’re going 
to load us up w'ith homework 
and make us read books and 
write compositions and do 
math problems, and we’re not 
going to have time for any of 
the things that really count.” 

I said, “The only thing I 
can say in the board of educa¬ 
tion’s defence is that they 
have the decency to give you 
until 3978 to learn to road and 
write.” 

“They had to,” he replied. 
“The Class of 3977 never 
would have been able to do 
it.”

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New beef names don’t change facts 


A tot of new terminology 
seems to be cropping up in 
meat ads. 

In the East, they have 
“western fed cattle" and in 
the West they boast “mature 
beef" or beef "raised on natu¬ 
ral pasture.” 

In Iowa, ^djoui&e the ads 
all read “corA'ted." it would 
border on sacrilege were it 
otherwise. 

All of these superlatives 
whiclyseem to indicate some¬ 
thing relating to quality based 
on what the critter was fed 
have to be confusing to the 
average consumer — they 
just have to be. JThey^certain¬ 
ly are to me. ~ ' 

Actually, reality is much 
simpler than all the ads would 
indicate. Most of the confu¬ 
sion stems from propaganda. 
There are really only two 
types of beef cattle when it 
comes to distinctions based on 
what they have eaten and 
what degree of quality they

have developed as a result of 
that: grain led and grass fed. 

Grain fed beef aita the type 
of cattle that most of us 
prefer, given a choice. They 
normally make up the majori¬ 
ty of our beef supply. 

For the first twelve months 
or so of their lives, most 
grain-fed cattle are raised on 
grass just like your average 
everyday old cow. 

But at about one year of 
age and a weight of 600-700 
pounds, they go into die feed- 
lot where they rede*ve a high 


energy grain ration talong 
with an additive or two in 
many cases, but that’s anoth¬ 
er story — and not ^11 bad — 
we’ll talk about that some¬ 
time). 

They are kept on grain for 
100-150 days until they reach 
a marketable weight of 1,000- 
1,100 pounds. At that weight, 
tlie largest percentage will 
meet requirements for the 
“choice" grade, a few will 
even gradn “prime,” all will 
have developed (as a result of 
the grain feeding) a certain 


amount of marbling (intra¬ 
muscular fat) and a firm tex¬ 
ture that makes for fine beef 
left ting. 

Grass fed cattle or forage 
beef as it is sometimes called, 
live on grass and grass alone 
for 12-24 months, attaining a 
weight of between 600 and 900 
pounds. 

They are marketed directly 
off grass without the benefit 
of grain and therefore do not 
haw the quality of grain-fed 
cattle. v 

With grass fed cattle, the 
total absence of grain in their 
diet reduces the amount of fat 
covering on the carcass as 
well as the amount of mar¬ 
bling within the meat itself. 

That should please those of 
you who think of fat as a four- 
letter word. Actually, the re¬ 
duction in marbling (in my 
opinion) has an adverse effect 
on flavor and juiciness; it 
demess one way or the other. 

does not, however, affect ten- 


The age of the animal has 
more to do with tenderness, 
and most grass fed cattle are 
marketed at a young and 
therefore tender age. 

While we are on the subject 
of young and tender, there is 
another class of cattle that 
make an appearance from 
time to time in markets 
around'..the country, and it’s 
abofit that time again this 
year. 

Baby feef. also advertised 
as mature veal, young beef, 
heavy calf and assorted other 
merchandising superlatives, 
comes from 7-to 10-month-cdd 
cattle. 

They weight 400 to 600 
pounds and are not really 
beef. They are too big to be 
veal and not big enough to be 
beef. They are young and 
tender and available on a 
somewhat seasonal basis. 

If you run across it this 
season and the price is right,

turkeys, frying chickens, veal 
and lamb are all less fatten¬ 
ing than large turkeys, old 
soup chickens, beef or mut¬ 
ton. And leg cuts are usually 
lower in fat and calories than 
other meats — leg of lamb, 
‘leg of veal (scaloppine), leg 
of !>eef (roundsteak) and leg 
of pork (ham). 

2. Let the butcher help you 
lose weight. Ask him to trim 
the fat from roasts, chops and 
ground-to-order hamburger. 

3. Avoid other kinds of fat 
as well: shortening, vegetable 
oil, butterfat and margarine 
have roughly the same calo¬ 
ries as meat fat. Read the 
fine print on food labels and 
avoid products with a high-fat 
content. 

WHEN YOU COOK: 

4. Carefully trim away any 
fringe fat remaining on 
steaks, chops or roasts. Pull 
off the globs of fat on chicken 
or turkey. 

5. Don’t add fat in cooking, 
subtract it instead. Never fry 
meat in added fat. Use a non¬ 
stick skillet and. let the meat 
cook in its own melted inner 
fat. Drain well and blot before 
serving. 

6. Or, brown meat or 
poultry in the broiler instead 
of a frying pan. Add onions, 
garlic, peppers, other vegeta¬ 
ble ingredients without brown¬ 
ing. Saves time and trouble as 

*Vell as calories. 

7. If possible, do make- 
ahead combinations that can 
be frozen or refrigerated. As 
these dishes cook, the melted 
meat fat will rise to the top 
and harden. Simply lift off the 
fat (and calories) before re¬ 
heating. 

WHEN YOU SERVE: 

8. De-fat (and de-calorize) 
soups, stews, sauces, gravies 
and other cooking liquids BE¬ 
FORE adding flour or other 
thickeners. Once thickened 
the fat becomes inseparable. 

t Let the dish settle away from 
the heat for a minute, then 
meticulously spoon off all the 
fat that has risen to the sur¬ 
face. Or'try one of thpse gad¬ 
gets or techniques. / 

9. Hold an ice^edoe on the 
end of tongs, swirl it around 
the surface. Fat will harden 
on the ice. Rinse it off under 
running water and continue 
skimming. 

10. Look for a “lean-fat" 
gravy boat in a kitchemvare 
or gourmet shop. This inter¬ 
esting gadget has a “lean" 
spout that reaches to the bot¬ 
tom of the vessel, underneath 
the fat. Pour cooking liquid 
into the gravy boat, then back 
into th»?i pot through the 
“lean" spout. 

11. Look for A^ baster" —- 
looks like J gwm “eye-drop¬ 
per." witn a rubber bulb and 
glass or plastic tube. Squeeze 
the bulb to siphon off the sur¬ 
face fat. 

12. Look for .a “faf mop." 
These handy aids have plastic 
fiber heads you simple swish 
along the surface to pick up 
grease . . . making use of 
plastic’s affinity for oily sub¬ 
stances. 


EDMONTON (CP) — A 
University of Alberta re¬ 
searcher says he is uncover¬ 
ing evidence that many drugs 
prescribed by doctors may be 
ineffective or even toxic if 
used without taking the body’s 
metabolism into consider¬ 
ation. 

Dr. Ronald Coutts, who was 
recently awarded a doctor of 
science degree from the Uni¬ 
versity of Strathclyde In Glas¬ 
gow for his contributions to 
research of the chemistry and 
pharmacology of new medical 
compounds, explains that the 
same dose of a drug will work 
differently in different peo¬ 
ple's bodies. • — -■ 7 " - 

To be effective, he said, a 
drug has to reach a certain 
strength in the blood and be 
maintained at that level for 
as long as necessary. Some 
people eliminate the drug 
more quickly than others. 

1110 only way to determine 
whether a drug is being ad¬ 
ministered adequately is to 
monitor its progress with 
blood tests. Otherwise the dos¬ 
age may be given too fre¬ 
quently and perhaps become 
toxic to the patient, or too 
infrequently and be ineffec¬ 
tive. 


Fire damages 
famed lodge 

SUN VALLEY, Idaho (AP) 
— A fire destroyed part of the 
roof and attic of the original 
Sun Valley Lodge on Satur¬ 
day. Several rooms received 
water damage, but the lodge 
continued to operate. No inju¬ 
ries were reported. Cause of 
the fire was being investigat¬ 
ed. No damage estimate was 
given.

“If therapy is to be ratio- 
qai, then one should have this 
knowledge. 

“It costs a lot of money, but 
especially with the life-saving 
drugs that prevent hemor¬ 
rhage or reduce blood pres¬ 
sure. each individual should 
be tested to determine the 
blood level over a period of 
time so that a reasonable fre¬ 
quency of dosage can be es¬ 
tablished.’’ 

Coutts’ Research is sup¬ 
ported by $40,000 in grants 
from the Medical Research 
Council of Canada. The 
money goes towards supplies 
and equipment and helps pay 
the salaries of six research 
assistants. 

In the research, the drugs 
are isolated in samples with a 
machine called a gas chroma¬ 
tograph mass spectrometer. 

“This is an important piece 
of equipment because it can 
find presence of drugs in such 
small quantities — about one- 
thousandth of the size of a 


grain of sugar — and then 
identify what the drug is.” 

It was through the use of a 
machine such as this that re¬ 
search was able to determine 
that one of the ingredients in 
common headache medication 
had a cumulative effect over 
a long period of time which 
damaged cells in the kidney 
and liver.

Coutts said most peoffle 
assume that simply because a 
drug is on sale in the drug 
store or supermarket it is 
safe. 

“This isn’t so—many con¬ 
tain substances that haven’t 
been investigated fully.”

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Olivier his own kind of Marathon Man

LONDON — Laurence Oli¬ 
vier, who turned 69 on May 
22, continues to be has own 
kind of marathon man, an un¬ 
common and heartening study 
in courage and resilience. 

Having fought prostate can¬ 
cer to a draw and confounded 
those who felt the curtain bad 
fallen on a great carder, Oli¬ 
vier then spent two years at 
the mercy of a painful and 
wasting disease of the skin 
and muscles called derma- 
tomyositis. Now, although tho 
prognosis cannot be certain, 
he appears to have outlasted 
that dark enemy as well. 

He has no present thought 
of returning to the stage. 
‘‘Learning those zonking 
grout parts is not within my 
compass at the moment. It 
takes a kind of energy I don’t 
have.” 

On the other hand, he 
finished earlier this spring a 
testingly physical role as the 
principal villain of Marathon 
Man for director John Schk*- 
singer, and the early reports 
from the cutting room ere 
that he is absolutely smash¬ 
ing. He flew to Paris a few 
days ago to finish the dubbing 
with ScHlesinger. He flics off 
to Amsterdam later this 
month to do a cameo part as 
a doctor in Joe Levine’s mul¬ 
ti-starred A Bridge Too Far. 

Meanwhile, Olivier is deep 
into a massiva commitment, to 
television. He is producing for 
Granada Television — and in 
some instances for NBC as 
well — a whole series of the 
great plays of modem, times. 
Six of the plays, two a yttar 
for the next three years, will 
be shown on NBC in the Unit¬ 
ed States, and the first of 
these. Tennessee* Williams’ 
Cat on a Hot Tin Roof, will be 
taped in Manchester at the 
end of June and in early July, 
presumably for fall viewing. 

Olivier hims«*lf is playing 
Big Daddy, with Maureen Sta¬ 
pleton as Big Mama and Rob¬ 
ert Wagner and Natalie Wood 
as son and daughter-in-law. 
all thrown into an orgy ,of 
soul-baring by the revelation 
that Big Daddy is dying.

Four fired 
their guns 


NEW WESTMINSTER (CP' 
— Four members of a six- 
member tactical squad lhai 
ended a 41-hour hostage-tak- 
ing incident,a year ago al the 
B.C. Penitentiary firtd their 
guns, an inquest was told Fri¬ 
day. 

Cpl. Bob Rutherford, the 
chief investigating officer for 
New Westminster city police, 
told the inquest into the death 
of prison classification officer 
Mary Stt^nhauser that the in¬ 
formation was provided in in¬ 
terviews with the tactical 
squad members. 

Rutherford said two 
members said they fired three 
shots each and two members 
said they fired one shot uiclj. 
He did not name the officers 
who said they fired the shots, 
and he was not asked for their 
names. 

The inquest is investigating 
th<» circumstances of Miss 
Steinhauser's death. 

She was killed by a guard's 
bullet when the tactical squad 
rushed the area where she 
and 14 other prison workers 
wert' being held hostage June 
11, 1975, by three knife-wield¬ 
ing prisoners. 

Guards rushed the hostage¬ 
holding area when they heard 
sounds of a conflict in the 
room. 

Rutherford told Coroner 
Doug Jack and the ativen 
jurors that three of the weap¬ 
ons issued to guards June 9 
fthe first day of the siege) 
were not signed for. 

He said two other guns 
were* signed out June 10 by 
"S. Lakusta." who was not a 
member of the squad, and a 
sixth gun was not entered on 
an otficial log book as having 
heen issued. 

One of the guns signed out 
to S. Lukusta was identiiied 
’ as the weapon which find the 
bullet that killed Miss Stein- 
hauser. 

Prison employees do not 
normally carry revolvers, and 
Rutherford said the tactical 
squad members grabbed their 
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gum off a tabic before going 
to the hostage-holding area. 

He said a subsequent invest¬ 
igation disclosed that the six 
guns wert collected by Albert 
Hollincer. a guard, and re¬ 
turned to the roam where the 
guards had been standing by. 
He said the guns were unload¬ 
ed of both empty and armed 
st^ell casing, and the shells 
were put in an ash tray. 

Rutherford said two prison 
guards then took two of th<» 
weapons for use in escorting 
two of the captured prisoners, 
and the guns^*were laler re¬ 
turned to the same room at 
the peniUciliary. The guns 
were then carried to the pris¬ 
on armory and later turned 
over to New' Westminster po¬ 
lice. 

The fact that the guns had 
changed hands so many 
time*?, both before and after 
they were fired, was given as 
a prime reason why the guns 
were not dusted for fin¬ 
gerprints. 

Cpl. Alex Purgavie. head of 
the New' Westminster |K>lice 
identification squad, said that 
if fingerprints were taken 
from the guns, "the only thing 
it would mean is that a person 
had at one time touched the 
gun. It certainly wouldn’t 
mean hahad fired that gun.” 

Purgavie said that, in any 
case, fingerprints would be 
difficult to obtain because of 
the blue oil-coverd finish of 
the weapons, and grooves on 
the gun handles. 

He said he Ml the scene of 
the incident was well protect¬ 
ed during the primary inves¬ 
tigation immediately after the 
shooting. He said one guard 
patrolled the building <•> 
trahee for 15* i hours while he 
was in the ipuilding. 

In other testimony Friday, 
the jury learned of the con¬ 
tents of two videota|K> televi- 
son reorders,* one of which 
was described as heig u«ed hv 
the host age-takers during the 
siege. 

Purgavie said the contents 
were insignificant, in j»art be¬ 
cause th<» television camera 
attached to the recorder was 
damaged. 

The inquest * resumes 
Tuesday. 

Three prisoners — Andy 
Bruce, Dwight Lucas and 
Claire Wilson — still face 
charges related to the hos¬ 
tage-taking incident.

It’s not that you can resint 
temptation any easier in a 
small town. You just can’t 
find it. 

Today’* declarer had no 
trouble finding temptation in 
his play of his challenging no 
trump game. And he fell from 
grace when he couldn’t find 
enough resistance to avoid 
the losing play. 

West led the jack of hearts 
and although South held the 
top three honors in the suit, 
he had little time for 
maneuvering. Two heart 
leads would establish west's 
long suit and the two defen 
sive aces would spoil the day. 

So declarer correctly 
decided to start his longest 
suit, but he lost his way in the 
p!ay 

Dummy s heart king won 
the first trick and a low club 
was led to declarer's queen 
When this held declarer con¬ 
tinued with the jack of club* 
arid East took the ace A 
heart lead knocked out 
declarer's last stopper and 
declarer was one trick short 
and the game was down one 

Declares started on the 
right foot, but he got careless 
in the club suit.

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Jury acquits woman 
in double-murder trial 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Tcongia Andrews, rhe woman 
who teld j»olice in a taped 
telephone conversation that 
she had murdereH two neigh¬ 
bors. was found not guilty of 
murder punishable by life im¬ 
prisonment Friday in B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court. 

The jury of six men and six 
women deliberated for about 
S'g hours before finding Mrs. 
Andrews not guilty in the 
fatal shooting last Sept. 2 of 
Robert Cameron Bowncss and 
Frances Mabel Doran. 

Mr. Justice W. A. Craij^ 
said in his address to the jury 
lhat he had never «een ' a 
more senseless and mo¬ 
tiveless slaying” in the 25 
years he had been a lawyer 
and judge. 

In another development re¬ 
lated to the case. Herbert 
Handy, the man Mrs, An¬ 


drews was living with at the 
time of the murders, was 
charged with threatening tJw> 
’life of Mrs. IJly Suml. who 
testified for the crown Thurs¬ 
day. 

Mrs. Sumi had told the 
court that Handy confessed to 
her a month ago that he was 
the one who shot Bowness and 
Doran. 

During the trial, crown coun¬ 
sel John Rowan said Mrs. An¬ 
drews was covering up for 
someone else. 

Police said they found 
Handy's fingerprint on the .22- 
calibre rifle that was the 
murder weapon, and found his 
prints on a wine bottle Mrs. 
Andrews said she had pur¬ 
chased the day of the 
shootings. 

Handy, who asked for the 
protection of the Canada Evi¬ 
dence Act, said he was not in 


the house at the time of the 
murders. Asked where he was 
at the time, he replied: "I 
don't know.” 

Rowan said he thought boih 
Mrs. Andrews and Handy 
were present when the 
murders took place. 

In previous testimony. Mrs. 
Andrews admitted she called 
police half an hour after the 
murders, but said she could 
not remember what she said 
in the phone call and. plead¬ 
ing not guilty, she said she 
did not shoot the two people. 

She told the court that two 
days before the murders 
Bowness had accused Handy 
of stealing 560 from him. 

Craig said if the argument 
ov*?r $60 was the motive for a 
doilble murder, "I would be 
astounded.” 

"Two people were mur¬ 
dered for. reasons we will 
never know,” he said. 


Another chance

at constitution

OTTAWA (CP) — Prime 
Minister Trudeau has another 
chance this week to push his 
increasingly insistent view 
lhat Canada claim its un¬ 
derlying constitutional law 
from Britain before his cur¬ 
rent term of office expires in 
1978. 

He and the 10 premiere 
have set-aside a spot at the 
end nf a two-day conference 
Tuesday to discuss latest 
stands on the issue, which has 
stumped domestic govern¬ 
ments for the last 50 years. 

At stake is control of the 
British North America Act 
(BNA), a 109-year-old law of 
the British Parliament which 
established Canadian Confed¬ 
eration in 1867, forms the 
basis of the parliamentary 
and judiciary systems and de¬ 
fines the division of powers 
between Otlaw’a and the prov¬ 
inces. At present it can be 
amended only in I^ondon. 

Britain has long been ready 
and willing to transfer the act 
to Canada, but provinces have 
blocked all past attempts to 
bring home the law until 
there is federal-provincial 
agreement on methods of di¬ 
viding its lawmaking powers 
among governments in the fu¬ 
ture. 

Last week, the British gov¬ 
ernment reaffirmed that it 
will comply with any Canadi¬ 
an request to amend and 
transfer the constitution. 

In a transcript of ap inter¬ 
view with The Vancouver Sun 
recently released by his of¬ 
fice. Mr. Trudpau made it 
clear he wants the issue re¬ 
solved soon. 

"I think that by 1978 we 
should have patriated the Ca¬ 
nadian constitution from Bri¬ 
tain.” 

If not, the prime minister 
added, he doubts whether 
('anada can exist as a 
country >— 

“I may be naive in this be¬ 
lief.” Mr. Trudeau said. 

‘But if after more than 10ft 
years of existence as a 
country, if we can’t manage 
1 o ensure that our basic law. 
our fundamental law, our con¬ 
stitution. cannot be brought 
back to our own country -and 
if the attempts to bring it 
hack result in great tragic 
happenings- then I say per¬ 
haps ifs not worth having a 
country'. 

"I don’t think it’s going to 
get easier in 100 years or in 50 
years or in 10. 

“So if we can’t do It now, 
perhaps it’s the proof that the 
country can’t exist.” 

No immediate action is ex¬ 
pected as a result of Tues¬ 
day's meeting, which will 
s|*»nd only a short time on the 
subject. Most of the confer¬ 
ence will be devoted to fe¬ 
deral-provincial cost-sharing 
programs and fiscal arrange¬ 
ments. 

The premiers decided be¬ 
fore their Jast meeting wilh 
Mr. Trudeau al his official 
residence here May 5 that 
any major discussion of ihc 
constitution must await a pro¬ 
vincial leaders' conference in 
Alberta this August. 

Recently, however, provin¬ 
cial ministers responsible for 
constitutional concerns met in 
Toronto in an attempt to 
come up with a common posi¬ 
tion. There, they reasserted

American troops 
‘attacked ’ Scouts 


DARMSTADT. West Ger¬ 
many (UPI) — It was nearly 
midnight when 3Q6 automatic, 
rifle fire and floodlights 
frightened the American Boy 
Scouts from their peaceful 
slumber, troop 21 was under 
attack by the U.S. Army. 

I jury Groth of Detroit, 
scoutmaster of Troop 21. told 
of the Incident in a letter to 
the army newspaper Stars and 
Stripes. He added details In a 
later interview. 

Groth said he and another 
man led 15 boy scout* of 
Troop 21 of Munich on a 
weekend camp out May 7 
near the Inn River in Ba¬ 
varia. 

“With most of the tired Boy 
Scouts bedded down for ihe 
night, the muted noises of the 
nighi forest were shattered by 
the explosion of a star flare, 
followed by the staccato of 
M16 fire.” Groth said. 

“Helicopters. floodlights, 
and vehicles approaching 
from All directions added to 


the excitement,” Groth went 
on. "There were sopie tense 
moment*, while the boys were 
rousted from their two-men 
tent* by soldiers in full batt¬ 
led res*.” 

Groth-managed to gel to the 
commander of the 40 attack¬ 
ing soldiers on war games to 
explain that l>is boys wertr, 
"friendlies” rather than 
"aggressor*.” The command¬ 
er ordered "cease-fire," ex¬ 
plained lhat the M16s had 
been firing only blanks, and 
apologized. Groth described 
the officer as “very embar¬ 
rassed.” 

The officer had ordered the 
attack after receiving a re- 
jxirt from a soldier who had 
secretly ‘ observed the Boy 
Scout camp for 2(Tminut?s. 

"But we had no camou¬ 
flage.” Groth said. "We had' 
had as many as 11 fires bum-' 
ing. We had civilian cars and 
blue and yellow tenls. Wgf 
could not have been the (war 
gamel aggressors.”

CHICAGO fUPI) — Rabies 
are sold for up to $10,000 to 
anxious, would-be parents in 
Chicago’s flourishing "baby 
selling racket." the Chicago 
Sun-Times*, reported in its 
early Sunday editions. 

At the-start of an exclusive 
investigative series, a Chica¬ 
go lawyer was quoted as tell¬ 
ing a woman she could be 


moved to the top of a baby 
waiting list for $7,500. 

"Why, this is selling flesh," 
Ihe shocked woman said, and 
the lawyer replied, “yes. I 
know. It's my business. I sell 
flesh.” 

A team of reporters, headed 
by Pamela Zekman. posed as 
unwed mothers and childless 
couples to gain information on 
how some, lawyers, adojrtion 
agencies and abortion clinics 


work to provide babies for 
four to five times the amount 
regarded as reasonable for 
adoption. A julge set the rea¬ 
sonable amount as around 
$2,500. 

The first installment iden¬ 
tified a prominent Chicago 
lawyer "who by his own ac¬ 
count ha* peddled 1.500 babies 
in 20 years.”

DETROIT (UPI) - Carol 
Strehle was wondering what 
else could hapi>en to her. 
There she was, sitting amid 
the broken glass, splintered 
wood and lapping utility lines 
caused by her first traffic ac¬ 
cident. 

And she was having her 
first baby. 

The drama stalled early 
Friday when she started labor 
at a friend's house in subur¬ 
ban Rochester. The baby 
girl’s father. Lawrence 
Baker, 27. loaded Carol. 21, 
into their car for a dash t»thri 
hospital. 

But on busy eight Mile 
Road another car cut into 
their lane, forcing their ear 
off the street and into a utility 
pole. High voltage lines, glass 
and chunks of wood flew ev¬ 


erywhere. but there were no 
serious injuries. 

•*I was scared, tired and 
worried," Carol said. "You 
know, it was the first time I’d 
had an. accident, let alone had 
a baby." 

But the infant ignored the 
situation, as the mother con¬ 
tinued labor, a passing motor¬ 
ist found two Hazel park |x>- 
lice officers nearby who were 
issuing a traffic ticket and 
told them of the emergency. 

"I thought he was kidding." 
said patrolman Joseph 
Desehryver. "I mean, who 
has a baby on Eight Mile 
Road?^

by anxiously as carol deliv-'

Georgiou testified for 10 
minutes, without answering 
the charge that ho ordered 
death of 18 soldiers who want¬ 
ed to leave te war and re¬ 
turn to their homes in Britain, 
anjther defendant has testified 
that Georgiou himself Jailed 
one of the men. 

"Okay," he said. "I don’t 
want to answer no more qtf'is- 


tions. I have made my state¬ 
ment." 

The president .of the five- 
man revolutionary.tribunal al¬ 
lowed him to leave the 
witness stand. 

Georgiou’s admission of re¬ 
sponsibility appeared to cover 
the three American prisoners, 
although he commanded only 
the nine Britons charged as 
mercenaries. The Angolan 
government has asked the 
(,-ourt to order death by firing 
squad for the 12 men. 

Georgiou, a husky man with 
piercing eyes, refused to dis¬ 
cuss his previous service with 
the British army or anSw'er 
any questions after his testi¬ 
mony, he gave his true name 
and said he w r as born in 
Cyprus. 

Four of the 18 men whom 
Georgiou allegedly ordered 
killed, are defendants in the 
trial.

"1 took part under orders. I 
didn’t want to do it," McKen¬ 
zie said nervously. "I told the

Tragedy was averted Satur¬ 
day afternoon by quick work 
and the lack of wind as fire 
broke out near an amusement 
ride at the Juan de Fuca rec¬ 
reation centre, site of the 
Gllancolme Days fair. 

There w'ere 36 youngsters 
sitting in the Big Eli 
Scrambler ride, waiting for it 
to start, when the motor 
caught fire and sent black 
smoke and flames shixiting 
upwards. 

No one was-seriously hurl, 
hut it took the combined ef¬ 
forts of fairground 
workfcrs. volunteers. RCMP 
and the Colwood volunteer 
fire department half an hour 
to bring the blaze under con¬ 
trol. 

Damage to the ride, owned 
by Lower Mainland Produc¬ 
tions. was estimated at ST.Oftft 
by ride manager Joe Camillo 
of Burnaby. 

The blaze broke out about 
2:30 p.m. when the ride was 


stationary but filled with 
riders. 

Camillo said the crew was 
putting gasoline into the ride’s 
engine, which was shut off, 
when the funnel broke. 

The spilling fuel hit the hot 
exhaust manifold and burst 
into flames, igniting a gaso¬ 
line can r nearby. 

Les Black of New West¬ 
minster, who was operating 
the ride at the time, applied 
the ride's brakes to let 
workers unload it as quickly 
as possible without the danger 
of having it move. He suf¬ 
fered minor bums to his 
shoulder and arm. 

After the ridel’s were taken 
off and the crowd moved 
hack, workers and RCMP of¬ 
ficers poured the contents of 
six fire extinguishers on the 
blaze until Colwood firemen 
arrived to finish the .job. 

Camillo said there was no 
panic among the children on 
the ride, although flames 
were shooting 50 feet in the 
air.

KITIMAT (CP) Tensions 
<«ased considerably Salurday 
evening as leaders of the 
community's biggest union re¬ 
laxed and reflected on thp 
arrests of 32 union members 
earlier in the day. 

The Canadian Association of 
Smelter and Allied Workers, 
lxical 1, has been off the job 
since June 2 at Alc an’s alumi¬ 
num plant on the shore of 
Douglas Channel. 

Several unrelated griev¬ 
ances triggered a wholesale 
walkout of most of the 1,800 
union members who arc un¬ 
happy over a two-year* con¬ 
tract signed in January that 
gave them an eight-per-ceni 
wage increase this year and 
six per cent next year. 

They compare this w ith 15.1 
fier cent and 10 per cent won 
by pulp workers at the nearby 
Eurocan. 

The Alcan union wants to 
re-open the contract to obtain 
increases closer to those 
gained by Eurocan employ¬ 
ees, with whom they maintain 
a historical relationship. 

Peter Burton. CASAW pres¬ 
ident and one of those arrest¬

‘Beware 
in meat 
buying*^ 

NANAIMO — Dr. Peter 
Reynolds, director of the Cen¬ 
tral Vancouver Island Health 
Unit, issued a statement last 
week saying that public 
health inspectors employed by 
the unit cannot and do not 
inspect meat or animals prior 
to slaughter. 

The statement followed a 
resolution passed at the last 
health board meeting in Dun¬ 
can, in which Reynolds gave 
a report on the lack of meat 
inspection services on Van¬ 
couver Island. 


He said that only meat 
brought in to this area from a 
meat inspection area of B.C. 
or from another province is 
sold as government-inspected 

meat 

All locally slaughtered meat 
is uninspected. 

He warns that meat can 
carry food poisoning orga¬ 
nisms and improper storage 
can lead to meat going bad. 

"Purchase of the. non- 
inspectod meat.” he said, “is 
definitely 1 ^! the basis of 
buyer bewa^U* 

He also said that restau¬ 
rants, cafes and other food 
outlets are not compelled to 
purchase government-inspect¬ 
ed meat, but are free to put. 
chase and sell whatever they 
wish, inspected or not. 

Only the transportation of 
moat and the condition of 
slaughterhouses fall within 
the jurisdiction of the health 
unit, he said.

Cyclists will be able to use 
the paved slymlders for trav¬ 
el, a solution which has mini¬ 
mized the accident problem 
on .pther four-lane sections 
MM as the Pat Bay highway 
and the proposed Trans- 
Canada Highway outside Vic¬ 
toria, said Dennison. 

Other approaches pose addi- 
tonal problems. Separating 
the shoulder from the road by 
a barrier or curb prevents 
stalled vehicles from using 
the shoulder, forcing a stalled 
vehicle to stop in a travelled 
lane. * 

If a separate path is provid¬ 
ed. it must be at least eight, 
and preferably 10 feet wide, 
to allow bicycles to pass each 
other in opposite directions. It 
must be graded to highway 
grades or cyclists will not use 
it. which means that all fills 
and cuts must be widened 
eight to 10 feet. 

This results in additional 
expenses for grading, widen¬ 
ing of bridges, and land costs 
where additonal land must be 
purchased. 

"In effect, the provision of 
each foot of additional width 
will cost about one to two per 
cent of the total cost of the 
highway itself,” which means 
a separate bicycle path would 
cost about $40,000 to $80,000 a 
mile, Dennison estimates. 

"At the present time, the 
department considers that the 
additional benefits of a sepa- 
rate-'faciWIy over the use of 
the paved shoulder for cy¬ 
clists are outweighed by the 
costs,” he concludes.

Tlyt little guy popped 
through the doorway of the 
damage-control station and 
was immediately yanked back 
into the passageway by his 
babysitter-aunt.

“Does anybody," he in¬ 
quired with Trudeausque 
pique, “know what's going 
on?'" 

Hearing an echo of the clas¬ 
sic be low-decks plaint from 
l heir pint-size lei low-traveller 
broke up the sailors within 
earshot. 

Obviously, it wasn’t a typi¬ 
cal fisheries surveillance pa¬ 
trol the Esquimalt-based des¬ 
troyer-escort Restigouche was 
<»n. although that was how the 
navy classified the trip. Nor 
was it a typical cruise with 
VIP guests hidden away in the 
captain's cabin. 


Probably for the first time, 
a Canadian warship has sea¬ 
lifted — prime minister en ta- 
niille. And the consensus of 
I hose aljoard was that the 
dose-quarters meeting of 
working seamen and their ul¬ 
timate boss at least reduced 
the feeling that they toiled for 
an orphan wing of the forces 
in an overlooked theatre. 

The Trudeaus boarded the 
Restigouche at Skddegate in 
the Queen Charlottes two 
weeks ago for a 24-hour trip 
to Powell River. 

As the ship moved into 
open water, the prime min¬ 
ister told the. skipper, Cmdr. 
Clifford Crow, that he just 
wanted to wander around. 

“Just tell me where you 
don’t want me to go," he said. 
What could be out of bounds 
to. the PM? 

With four-year-old Justin in 
tow, Trudeau made for the 
far reaches of the warship, 


Keenleyside due 
as pay witness 


Dr. Hugh Keenleyside, who 
served as chairman of Habi¬ 
tat Forum in Vancouver this 
week, will be appearing at, an 
arbitration hearing Wednes¬ 
day as a witness for Victoria 
firemen who are seeking a 
new' one-year contract with 
the city. 

Keenleyside, author of the 
report. Firefighting in British 
Columbia, for the attor¬ 
ney - general's department, 
couldn’t appear last week be¬ 
cause of Jiis role at the forum. 

The hearing completed its 
second day Friday and is ex¬ 
pected to last throughout this 

week. 

Economist Emil Bjamson 
gave detailed evidence Friday 
on the firmen’s-wages in com¬ 
parison to those of their coun¬ 
terparts elsewhere. He also 
mad»* comparisons with the 
earning rate of police and 
others working in the private 
sector. 

General comparisons had 
been made earlier by Ross 
Cameron, president of the* 
Victoria local of the Interna¬ 
tional Association - of Fire¬ 


fighters, who pointed out that 
Victoria firemen earned less 
than those in numerous 
smaller departments on Van¬ 
couver Island and mainland 
B.C. 

The Victoria firemen, seek¬ 
ing an 18-per-cent wage ii»- 
crease, say their pay rate is 
24th among 36 major B.C de¬ 
partments, although their de¬ 
partment is the lourth-1 argest 
in the province. The associa¬ 
tion local covers 104 men. 

A fifth-year Victoria fire¬ 
man earns $1,290 a month, 
compared with $1,323 earned 
by firemen in Vancouver and 
Nanaimo, according to evi¬ 
dence prepared for the hear¬ 
ing. 

Earlier evidence was en¬ 
tered to show' that Victoria 
firemen* faced more difficult 
firefighting jobs now than 
they did 12 years ago. al¬ 
though manpower remained, 
at the same level. 

While the city has the third- 
highest rate of fires among 32 
municipalities, it has man¬ 
aged to maintain the third- 
lowest rate for loss through 
fires, the hearing was told. 


quizzing individuals at their 
posts.

He said it was left to the top 
officers as to whether ships 
like the Restigouche sailed 
without their standard com¬ 
plement or that more ships 
were mothballed to give even 
fewer remaining vessels peak 
manning. 


What did the future hold for 
new ships and equipment? He 
couldn't say. It was all on the 
drawing boards, and the cabi¬ 
net was waiting for the ship¬ 
ping list from the senior 
brass. 

Bui, he emphasized, tanks 
and maritime patrol aircraft 
still had priority in defence 
expenditure. 

In the evening, the Res- 
tigouchc chewed into a four- 
hour Hecate Strait gale with 
gusts up to 50 miles JJT hour. 

The destroyer’s 10 - to - 15-

betrayed a hint of discomfort. 

The next morning, the 
whole family, including the 
recovered Margaret. her 
younger sister, Janet, and 
Justin, 4. and Sascha, 2, 
watched the firing of an anti¬ 
sub mortar.

One day after Olympics se¬ 
curity officials confirmed 
ttttra border action. Chief Su¬ 
perintendent Mark Marcus 
said the RCMP would concen¬ 
trate more on travellers en¬ 
tering B.C. by car on the 
mainland and by plane any¬ 
where in the province. 

Ho said sea travellers would 
be checked “as conditions dic¬ 
tate ... if intelligence in¬ 
dicates" such work was need¬ 
ed — but Marcus said the 
RCMP were not increasing 
border staffs and had no list 
of specific individuals to 
watch for. , 

'Other sources said police 
would work closely with im¬ 
migration staff members -and 
there were indications the im¬ 
migration men might have 
• lists of names. 

The Montreal announce¬ 
ment said the sea-to-sc*a 
operation began at midnight 
Monday. Members of the Ca¬ 
nadian armed forces were 
helping the RCMP in Quebec, 
New Brunswick and Ontario, 
while Quebec and Ontario pro¬ 
vincial police and Montreal 
urban police were assisting in 
their areas. 

Main duty of the soldiers 
was said to be working with 
RCMP security at three inter¬ 
national airports: Malton in 
Toronto and Dorval and Mira¬ 
bel in Montreal. The U.S. and 
other countries were co¬ 
operating in the security plan.

Ex-printer makes his mark in Island craftsmanship world

Pottery 

career 

blooming

As Inge said of literature, it 
nourishes best when half a 
trade and half an art. 

That appears to be the ex¬ 
perience of John Anderson, a 
Ooorrtbs potter whose work 
blends original concepts in 
pottery design and decoration 
with a level of craftsmanship 
and utility all too rare in the 
booming market for crafts. 

Anderson is one of the few 
potlers irt the area who makes 
a full-time living from pot¬ 
tery. His work is sold in gal¬ 
leries in Qualicum, Victoria 
and Vancouver, and far from 
being a struggling artist try¬ 
ing to gain public acceptance 
of his work* Anderson is a 
craftsman and artist whose 
main problem appears to be 
keeping up with the demand. 

•'All of the good craftsmen l 
know can’t produce enough. 
There is a strong trend 
among consumers today to 
look for craftsmanship and 
quality in what they buy. and 
when someone comes along 
who can do that, there is no 
problem making a living." 

Crafts do not necessarily 
mean craftsmanship, howev¬ 
er, and the demand for ihe 
second is not always satisfied 
by the first. 

Anderson Is reluctant to 
criticize other craftsmen, hut 
his greatest concern is the 
large amount of substandard 
pottery on the market from 
potters who are not skilled 
enough to- produce high- 
quality work. 

•‘You go into a boutique and 
you see a pottery teapot you 
think would look great on the 
breakfast, table. You take ii 
home and m .ke tea in it, and 
then you discover that it is 
poorly balanced and rocks all 
over, and hot water slops out

of it because the lid fits so 
loosely. You try to pour out of 
it and the tea runs down the 
spout rather than out of it. 

“Then a friend -comes over 
and tells you that it’s a very 
pretty j»ot. but she hopes ymt 
aren’t using it. because the 
glaze contains a lot of lead, 
and it could be poisonous. 
When the handle breaks off 
the next day you decide you 
didn’t want to lake a chance 
on lead poisoning anyway, so 
you throw the thing out and 
promise yourself that never 
again will you buy handmade 
pottery, no matter how attrac¬ 
tive it looks.” . 

This kind of experience 
hurts the good potter, says 
Anderson. 

“Before you put anything on 
the market, you should 
master the basics how to 
make lids that fit, handles 


that hold, spouts that pour. 
Once you have mastered the 
techniques, then you can be 
truly creative.” 

Anderson's own emphasis 
on craftsmanship began with 
a career in printing. He went 
through an apprenticeship as 
a compositor in England, and 
then started his own printing 
business. A few years later 
he sold out and came tn T<v 
ran to. and then Vancouver, 
where he coordinated pro¬ 
motional printing projects. 

About this time he took a 
night school course in pottery, 
hut it was not until two years 
later, when he began to be 
troubled by the fact that crea¬ 
tivity ami awareness seemed 
to stop at the production stage 
in printing, that he began to 
toy with the idea of leaving 
his 522,000-per-year job and 


try making a living as a pot¬ 
ter. 

What made the great leap 
Into the world of professional 
lottery possible" was his wife 
Glenda's interest in a small 
store in the Gastown area. 

"It wouldn’t have been |kw- 
slble for me to spend almost 
two years refining my tech¬ 
niques. bringing in almost no 
income at all. without Glen¬ 
da." 

The success of the Purple 
Gherkin boutique gave him 
the time and freedom that he 
needed ^jto develop his tech¬ 
niques and do some experi¬ 
menting. He eventually decid¬ 
ed he had a small range of 
pieces that he could sell, and 
these, plus some teaching and 
participation in workshops.' 
enabled him to begin to sup¬ 
port his family again. 

The work has been growing 


since then. About 18 months 
ago, the Anderson family 
moved to Coombs, where they 
had purchased some property 
and liegun a home. 

The mainstay of Anderson's 
current production is a line i>f 
stoneware dinner sets which, 
in addition to their high quali¬ 
ty and very functional design, 
offer ah Itbe advantages of 
factory-produced sets they 
can be purchased piere by 
piece, or broken pieces re¬ 
placed, without worrying 
aboul how well they will 
match. 

What makes this possible is 
a high level of craftsmanship 
which enables Anderson to 
“throw" identical shapes ac¬ 
curately and to repeat glazing 
colors and patterns consis¬ 
tently. 

Retailers like to know that 
they can reorder a particu¬ 


larly popular set or piece, 
and purchasers like to know 
thal expansion or replace¬ 
ment of their set is possible. 

Does Anderson think this 
repetition -of.pieces compro¬ 
mises his " integrity as an 
artist? 

Says Anderson: “I don't 
draw a line between art and 
production pottery. The dis¬ 
cipline of repetitive throwing 
is one of the best ways to 
master the art of pottery, and 
making 100 mugs that match, 
for instance, is for me an ar¬ 
tistic challenge. 

“Too often craftsmen claim 
that every item they make is 
unique, when the truth of the 
matter is that they couldn’t 
repeat a piece if they wanted 
to because thoir technique is 
sloppy.” 

Anderson’s output includes 
not only plates, cups, mugs, 
teapots, salt and pepper 
shakers and butter dishes (the 
halves of one style of butter 
dish fit so precisely together 
that the joining point is 
almost invisible), but large 
and small bowls, casseroles, 
and even ceramic colanders. 

They are fired in a 36-cubic- 
foot propane-fed kiln to stone¬ 
ware temperatures. about 
2,300 degrees Fahrenheit. The 
high temperature enables An¬ 
derson to get away from any 
glazes conttining lead, and 
to use many unusual glazes 
such as ashes from different 
woods and plants. 

What attracts Anderson, 
and many other people, to 
functional pottery, is the basic 
nature-of the elements that, go 
inlo it — chfy, fire and water. 

“I also like the idea of pot¬ 
tery’s relation to the past. It 
is one of the. oldest and most ' 
enduring crafts.” 

Anderson is* interested in 
the history of jsottery, but his 
main inspirations are more li¬ 
kely to l>e those he sees every 
day. rather than in museums. 

“I try to imitate natural 
forms and textures - the tex¬ 
ture on a seed pod, or the 
shape of an acorn cup.’ 1 ' 

His warm, muted glazes re¬ 
flect this natural viewvoint as 
well. 

For- the future, Anderson 
says he just hopes to keep on

improving hi® techniques, and 
will probably expand his 
range of goods with enlarge¬ 
ment of his studio and kiln. 

With some guidance from 
Larry Aguilar, a co-partner in 
the Purple Onion boutique (a 
joint venture of the Andersons 
and Aguilars which oponed in 
Qualicum recently). Anderson 
now is experimenting with 
Ixmsai pots to accommodate 
the bonsai (miniature trees) 
that Aguilar will be selling 
through the boutique in Quali¬ 
cum. 

“Right now' the pots have to 
come from Japan, which is it¬ 
self experiencing a great re¬ 
vival of bonsai, so they are 
v hard to get.” 

While bonsai pots are not, 
at least superficially, very 
complicated, their shape and 


design arc the result of cen¬ 
turies of refinement, and An¬ 
derson says it will take exper¬ 
iment and development before 
he can produce pots which 
will fit into the lionsai tradi¬ 
tion. 

While the change from 
printing supervisor to patter 
required a change in lifestyle, 
at least now Anderson is sa- 
tisited that art is not lost 
when production begins. 

All .inall. the .journey to 
being a full-time potter has 
been r long but rewarding 
one. 

“I have time to be with my 
fapiily and friends, I have a 
decent living from my work, 
and I’m doing what I want to 
do the most. 

“I feel I’ve got an ideal sit¬ 
uation.”

I wrote in the Vancouver Sun that I was shocked 
that the government of Canada is planning to take 
away the name Eisenhower from a stupendous 
peak in the Canadian Rockies. 

It used to be Castle Mountain, and the govern¬ 
ment of Canada, about 26 years ago named It 
Eisenhower in honor of the supreme commander of

Brenda Lloyd wrote: <— "I expected Americans 
to be very patriotic and to look down on us because 
we were from Canada. They didn’t. 

"Instead, they showed us a lot of respect, were 
polite and helpful. 

"I thought their school would be like you see In 
the movies, but it wasn't, either. 

"Boys wore school jackets and had medals for 
good conduct, and they all helped us find our way 
around the school. 

"There was no sign of real rowdiness, or drugs, 
or anything. 

"The differences that American kids noticed 
about Canadians were our constant smiles, large 
parks throughout the city, our narrow halls at 
school, along with limited facilities and the hatred 
of Americans, which hurt them badly.” 

Pat Dicheau wrote: "I liked how people were 
rdally nice to me—especially the teachers, who 
Were really nice. I liked the family I was with; they 
treated me as one of their own.” 

Reading these opinions, several questions 
popped into my head: Are British Columbia 
children being taught hatred of Americans, 
and, if so, by whom? Parents? Teachers? I 
must say I don't like the look of it. 

This Burnaby group, for their paper, prepared a 
joint study of comparisons. Here’s what they came 
up with:

Two and a half string beans, a slice of 
dr£ bread, pat of butter, and that 
damned pot of tea again Probably the 
same one. And four cherries rolling 
around in sweetened iodine.

Then at 7.251 hear cloppety-clop in 
the hall and my wife peaks hesitantly 
around the door. She apologizes for 
making so much noise, but she just 
broke the heel on her shoe. She didn’t 
get up this afternoon because our 
oldest boy had to use the car. By the 
time he got back, it was time to get 
supper ready. She forgot the iced coke 
I had been thirsting for all day. She 
did bring me some clean shorts, but 
she couldn't find my razor. Of course 
not. I brought that with me when I 
came to the hospital. 

Then she said. "Did you know the 
boys brought their report cards home 
. They're not doing so well . . . 
You're going to have to speak to them 
about that ... I forgot to bring them 
with me . . . You can see them when 
you get home . . . How long are you 
going to be in this time . . . Here is a 
handful of bills the mailman left this 
morning . . . How are you feeling . . . 
Have to rush now . . . Trevor is home 
sick . . . Rick is playing football . . 
He has a temperature of 101 .. . No 
not Rick, Trevor, stupid . . . Have to 
pick him up from the game in 15 
minutes . . . Bob wants me to drop 
him off over-town . . .

would be of interest to anyone? It's a 
pretty boring place to be.

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MISSIONARY-PHOTOGRAPHER 
OF RIVERS INLET 


The name of Gibson flits through the 
photographic history of Victoria from that distant day 
in May, 1887, when William Hewison Gibson, with 
his wife, Ctherine, and two young sons, John and 
Wilfred, walked down the gangplank thrown out at 
the primitive Victoria city dock adjacent to the old 
Hudson's Bay Company’s building at the foot of Bas¬ 
tion Street. 


There were no street pavements in 
Victoria in those days. Hie sidewalks 
consisted of three or four two-inch 
planks, 12 or 14 inches wide, which 
were laid lengthwise. 

William Hewison Gibson was born 
on July 8,1861, at Hindley Green, Lan¬ 
cashire, England. His mother, so a 
Gibson legend goes, was a little 
orphan girl, who. at an early age, was 
found sitting on a tombstone in a New¬ 
castle churchyard. When asked why 
she was crying, she replied: 
"Because my mother is inside. ” 

★ * * 

William and Catherine Gibson 
were a most sympathetic couple 
towards others in distress. All their 
lives they held to the credo of 
befriending those in trouble, sorrow, 
need or sickness. 

Early attracted to the cause of the 
Salvation Army in the Old Country, 
they gravitated towards evangelism. 
This leaning produced a marked ef¬ 
fect on their lives when a few years 
after their marriage, they emigrated 
to British Columbia, then the un¬ 
known land on the outer rim of 
westefti Canada. 

William Hewison Gibson was a 
keen, enthusiastic and better-than- 
average amateur photographer in his 
native England. An advanced 
amateur, was the way his grandson 
Wilfred described him. The art of 
photograpv had received a huge boost 
in the 1880s when the dry plate 
process was being introduced. It at¬ 
tracted the attention of many 
amateurs. 

High in William's hopes was the 
idea of opening a photographic studio 
on his arrival in British Columbia. 

The Gibsons, originally from 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, sailed from 
Tynemouth on the forenoon of May 8, 
1886. headed round the north of 
Scotland, -glimpsed one sighting of 
John-o-Groat's house and sailed off 
expectantly into the New World.

On arrival at Quebec, Gibson's 
wife, Catherine, felt so strange at 
hearing only French spoken, that she 
wanted to turn around and go right 
back. It was a good thing she didn't, 
for their boat, the Gerona, foundered 
with all hands on the return trip 
to England. 

All was not gold that glittered for 
the Gibsons on the Pacific shores of 
British Columbia, in 1886. 

The little town of Vancouver lay in 
ashes. A dense, deep forest filled the 
land a few yards back from th burned- 
down waterfront streets. 

It was wild. 

In later years, William Hewison 
Gibson was to recall that, during all 
his years spent in the wilder parts of 
British Columbia—up-coast at Bella 
Bella, Bella Coola and Rivers Inlet— 
the only bear he encountered face-to- 
face was when he was out in the 
bushland at a point approximately at 
the present corner of Georgia and 
Granville streets. - 

Photography was out of the ques¬ 
tion in Vancouver then. The only work 
William could get was as a chainman 
to a surveyor's gang, working on the 
New Westminster mow Kingsway) 
Road. 

'* *• * 

The following year, 1887, the 
Gibsons moved across the Gulf of 
Georgia to Victoria. There, Williartt 
got work in a planning mill on 
Chatham Street, and began to 
prosper. He became the business 
manager. 

When William Gibson first 
arrived In Victoria, he registered 
as a photographer, hoping to open 
a studio and start up in hit own 
business. But the field was too 
limited. It was a difficult time, 
and Victoria was a difficult place 
then to open a new business. 
Those were the days when 
photography in Canada was aD

wet plates and a cumbersome 
developing process of coating the 
plates with albumen and sodium 
nitrates. 

Gibson did, however, work part- 
time at his hobby, from his own home 
on Rose Street—a street now long 
gone from the city's directory, it hav¬ 
ing been engulfed as 3n extension to 
Blanshard Street. 

The name of William Hewison 
Gibson is registered in the Vic¬ 
toria City Directory' of 1881, as a 
photographer on Rose Street. 
This, then, was the beginning of 
Victoria's four generations of 
Gibson photographers. 

It was while working at Gray's 
Mill on Chatham Street, that the 
evangelistic Gibson’s attended the old 
Methodist Church on Gorge Road, and 
listened to an appeal which was to 
change their lives dramatically. It 


was an appeal for workers among 
B C.'s northern Indians, by the Rev. 
Thomas Crosby, an early Methodist 
minister .who, in 1874, had begun to 
work among the Indian tribes in¬ 
habiting the wild and stormy, in¬ 
hospitable stretches of the northern 
British Columbia coast. 

* ★ * 

Struck by the intensity of the 
frosby appeal, William Gibson 
volunteered as a lay reader, quit his 
job with Gray's Mill and. In no time at 
all, found himself, with wife. 
Catherine, and his two sons. John and 
Wilfred, bound for Rivers Inlet, on the 
old coastal steamer, Barbara 
Boscowtlz. 

Fortunately for posterity, William 
took along his camera and 
photographic equipment. 

The Gibson family sailed for 
Rivers Inlet from Departure Bay,

where theirsail-steam ship, the Bar¬ 
bara Boseowitz, called in to coal-up. 

It took the ship three days to reach 
Rivers Inlet. She was an old fur- 
trading brig, converted to steam, but 
used her sails whenever possible. She 
made one trip a month up-coast as far 
as the Naas River. The sight of the 
old. black-hulled Boseowitz slowly ap¬ 
proaching each lonely outpost, with 
mail and supplies, was a big event for 
the native Indians, and filled the 
hearts of the few white settlers with 
joy. 

There were three small mis¬ 
sion churches in the Rev. 
Gibson's Rivers Inlet missionary 
field, or water parish, if you like. 
Once church was 13 miles distant 
down the Inlet, where a service 
was held once a month. The 
journey there and back was made 
by row boat. Fortunately, Wil¬ 
liam Gibson's arm muscles were 
stout, and his back, strong. 

The Rev. Gibson's salary was $50 a 
month. Not much to keep a family of 
five, and soon to grow larger. His 
young wife, Catherine, was quite ner¬ 
vous of the Indians, at first. 

Soon after their arrival at Rivers 
Inlet, William Gibson arranged with a 
big Indian to saw up a drift log on the 
beach for firewood. He then left on a 
visit. Dinner time came around, and 
Kate had prepared a good, wholesome 
meal of meat, vegetables and dessert 
for three adults and her two small 
boys. The Reverend was still away, 
but expected at any moment. 

Kate didn’t want to keep the 
hungry Indian waiting So, as she had 
everything on the table, she made 
signs for the Indian to help himself. 
He did just that, and ate the lot. 
Cleaned everything up. Kate was 
afraid to stop him. and had to make 
another meal after he left. 

At the time of William 
Gibson's arrival at Rivers Inlet, 
the native Indians were existing 
under very primitive conditions. 
They still lived in community 
houses warmed by open hearth 
fires in the centre of each house. 
Their beds wore boughs piled on 
the floor and covered by bear 
skins. 

The new lay reader visited a big 
ceremonial potlatch shortly after his 
arrival at Rivers Inlet. It lasted for 
almost a month, with feasting, chal-

lenges and dancing every day and on 
into each night. 

Each northern missionary or lay 
agent carried a small stock of every¬ 
day remedies — castor oil, Epsom 
salts, bandages, antiseptic dressings, 
rubbing lotions and disinfectants 
These were provided by Canada's 
department of Indian affairs. 

Apart from his missionary work. 
Rev. Gibson made government 
weather reports, three times daily, 
with maximum, minimum and mean 
temperatures, rainfall and wind 0 
directions, as well as cloud observa¬ 
tions. For these services, Ottawa paid 
him 312 a month. 

★ * ★ 

During his tenure at Rivers Inlet 
and, later, at Bella Coola and Bella 
Bella, William Hewison Gibson 
retained his enthusiasm for 
photography. He endeared himself to 
the Indians and made them happy by 
taking their pictures. 

His unique, historical collection of 
northern lantern slides and photo 
negatives, spanning the period from 
1890 through 1920. were donated by the 
Gibson family, in 1972, to the public 
archives in Ottawa, They now lie, 
catalogued, in the historical 
photographs section, a lively, In¬ 
teresting record of a period, and a 


way of Canadian native life, that 
will never return. 

Gibson's timely photographs 
highlight a wide range of early coastal 
Indian habits, their natural 
background and way of life. Among 
, many others, they show the old vil¬ 
lage of Bella Coola in 1908: a splendid 
example of their graceful spoon 
r canoes, hand hewn, 30 feet long, 3 feet 
1 6 Inches wide, which were only used 


on the shallow draft, northern rivers; 
a native chief's rugged, rough old 
house with a plank nailed above the 
door on which was inscribed how 
honest he was. how at his eighth large 
potlatch and feast he gave away 
blankets and canoes valued at 34,000 
and how he died in 1893, aged 50 years 
Another most unusual photograph

Baron of Windsor's Castle 
Opens Peninsula Gallery 



In the beginning there mss 
W indsor Castle. Then there was 
Windsor's Castle. 

We all know where the first - 
one is — anil th^econd is loealed 
on Salt Spring Island, the spec¬ 
tacular oeean-side home of Mr. 
W indsor Utley. 

Utley made national headlines in newspapers 
magazines and TV when he built his colossus which 
soars five storeys into the air Built on a rock 
promontory he crowned it with a tower room and a 
lighthouse beacon 

That was in 1964. 

Now the owner-builder and baron of Wind¬ 
sor's Castle has turned his lormidable 
visionary talents onto the Saanich Peninsula 
where he is creating yet another wonder, this 
lime an art gallery. 

Not one to do things in a half-hearted manner: 
Utley has bought an obsoluie church and has con¬ 
verted it. lock stock and baptisma'I tank, into what 
promises to be a model gallery. 

The church, formerly known as the Assembly of 
God was outgrown by its.previous Pentacostal 
owners and it will be known as Ul|ey s Gal¬ 
leries. It is juht a few miles from Sidney. 

Sunday. June 13, 1976 
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Grand opening of the new art centre located oil 
McTavish Road at 9182 East Saanich Road, will be 
June 27. More than 600 guests have already been in¬ 
vited. . ~ 

People who have come to know Utley will un¬ 
derstand that it will be no run-of-the-mill rustic 
country gallery merely catering to casual Sunday 
drivers. In its own way it promises to be as full of 
surprises and as unusual as its owner, who is above 
all an original thinker. 

When guests arrive they will see a struc¬ 
ture entirely remodelled and un-rhurched. Ou 
two lloors, It will exhibit not oaly the works of 
prominent local artists, but those of many 
world masters. 

The owner's own collection of original works of 
Picasso. Henry Moore. Giorgio de Chirico, Oskar 
Kokoschkla. Camille Pissarro, Graham Sutherland 
Yves Tanguy, Lyonel Feininger and Mark Tobey 
will hang in the main 70-fool by 30-foot first floor 
area 

This is in keeping with Utley s conception of 
running a kind of international centre which will at¬ 
tract art lovers from the U.S and eastern Canada 
And Utley's idea of eastern Canada is everything 
east of Vancouver Island. 

“This area can be a world centre,'' states 
the entrepreneur. "We are near Ike airport, 
near the ferries and Just 20 minutes from thr 
city. The Saanich Peninsula Is nlregdy ex¬ 
tremely art conscious. I hope to play a part in 
raising the level of educated interest. 

“And more than being just a show gallery, with 
others like Nita Forrest who will be my assistant I

hope we ran become art consultants. Many 
first-class buildings and industries should have 
first-class art on their walls but don't know how to 
go about It. Like interior decorating consultants, we 
ran advise them and promote culture and beauty in 
the European tradition where art and utility have 
attracted millions of tourists generation after 
generation.”" 

In the belief that people will beet a path to the 
door — even an out-of-the-way doot — if it offers a 
unique attraction. Utley has pulled out all the stops 
in lavish arrangements. 

A carved wooden Punch las la Punch and 
Judyl standing five feet high aid lit-by 
vpollights, will greet guests when they step into 
the entrance hall. Utley says Its twin, painted 
pad with movable joian, is la the Smiths on ias 
Institute. 

Past Punch, is Ihe ultra-professional setting of 
the main gallery with dozens and dozens of modular 
screens arranged in stage-like scenes. These dis¬ 
play screens can be shifted quickly into a variety of 
arrangements from outer walls to central posit ions 
through movable posts which hang from suspended 
slides Lighting is space-age with spotlights, 
fluorescent lights or diffused beams. There are 
comfortable seats for leisure viewing, drapes and 
curtains to give a softening effect. 

The lower floor has another seven or eight 
rooms for display, as well as kitchen for receptions 
work areas and pullout racks on slides which Utley 
says are “for display and prowling and for people to 
find their own little gems.” 
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“You could say that the "castle” was in¬ 
spired by the feeling we had of being at sea in 
that summer place,” mused lltley, who startled 
the natives of the Gulf Islands by harvesting 
9110 tons of rock for his Canadian home. 

Many tourists wouldn't go to Salt Spring 
without trying to catch a glimpse of his place 

"People come in the night with flashlights," 
groans Utley, "l am sure they say to themselves, 
where can We go on this B— Island? Let’s go 
see Utley s castle." 

After finishing his castle, Utley took steps to es¬ 
tablish a relationship with local art circles and is a 
much in demand seminar teacher for the Victoria 
Art Gallery and also the Saanich Peninsula Art 
group. 

His Victoria seminars have been for advanced 
pupils. Again, they are a little different from the 
norm. 

"I do not teach My method of painting. A 
teacher who impresses his style on students, simply 
turns out a rash of imitators with no individuality 

“My method is to talk, present ideas and 
stimulate. Then the students paint at home, but 
brign their work back for me to criticize. 

"To be truly creative, one must work alone 
Them afterwards one can bring out reactions, per¬ 
sonal styles, bring themselves out." 

In his first few years in Canada he had no idea 
of (Starting another gallery, so he gave all his instal¬ 
lations, his props, electrical fixtures and display 
paraphenalia to the Community Arts Council on 
Salt Spring Island. 

“But more and more I missed the gallery 
atmosphere and work. And more and more I 
sensed a tremendous yearning for good art on 
the Peninsula, a great flowering ol interest 
which has been simmering here for years. So I 
had been searching for a suitable location — 
until 1 found the empty church. 

"1 have faith that it will flourish and 1 am put¬ 
ting all my experience into making it the best I 
know how ” 

Something of a philanthropist, and something of 
a dreamer, Utley is also a doer with a cool dash of 
practical realism — his newly installed ultra 
elficient burglar alarm system, there to protect the 
old masters, testifies to that. 

So if anyone can make an old church in a slight¬ 
ly obscure and rural setting into an international 
centre of art and creativity, we think Windsor Utley 
is the man to do it.

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HERE, 82 YEARS AGO, A ROUTINE ARREST LED TO A FATAL SHOOTING 

' V • 

Tragedy on the Reserve 


Police patrol has always been 
a hazardous duty. Eighty-two 
years ago, it was becoming in¬ 
creasingly difficult for those of¬ 
ficers assigned to “night duty on 
the bridge and beyond.” 

For, three-quarters of a century ago, the 
western shore of Victoria Harbor was Indian 
reserve. Due to a culmination of factors, relations 
between those members of the Songhees tritg en 
camped there, and the city police officers responsi¬ 
ble for patrolling the waterfront degenerated into 
hostility and, ultimately, tragedy. 

On the night of Oct. 15. 1894, Sgt H A. Levin 
and Const. Redgrave attempted to arrest a 
Songhees man for having a bottle of liquor in his 
possession; liquor at that time being a forbidden 
commodity for Indians The trouble began when the 
officers spotted the man on the E.&N. railway 
bridge at the foot of Johnson Street. When the 
suspect fled to the far shore, thqy gave chase. Once 
on the reserve. 20 of his fellow tribesmen, many of 
whom were reported by the officers to have been 
drinking and in a quarrelsome mood, surrounded 
and threatened them 

Nevertheless, they succeeded in retreating, 
with their prisoner, about 150 feet towards the 
bridge. At this point, according to the Colonist: 

' They were attacked by about a dozen, who sprang 
on them simultaneously " Both men were knocked 
down by the rush, and were wrestling with their as- 
sailanta, when "the biggest and most aggressive" 
of the mob advanced upon Levin with a knife 
■ ♦ ★ ■# 

At the time. Levin was grappling with three 
men lone of whom was holding him about the body 
as the others attempted to choke him from front 
and rear), but. upon spotting the knife, and hearing 
Redfern s yell that the others were going for their 
rifles, he managed to draw his revolver, and fire 
once. Levin later claimed that he aimed, at the 
ground "with the intention only of terrifying the 
natives.” But. due to his continuing struggle with 
three opponents, he was unable to control his aim 
"as he otherwise would, and the bullet found a lodg¬ 
ing place in the leg of one of the Indians at very 
close quarters " 

Instantly, the struggle ceased, and a deathly 
silence reigned Then pandemonium followed a5"the 
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Indians, incensed, ran for their weapons: Levin and 
Redgrave taking advantage of the lull to escape 
across the harbor without prisoner or, the wounded 
man. Shortly after midnight, an eight-man posse 
under Sgt. Hawton marched 4o the reserve In 
search of the man who had drawn ajcnife on Levin 
as, of the mob. he alone could be Identified. But 
the fugitive was not to be found, and the posse set¬ 
tled for arresting two Indian women for undisclosed 
offences, and taking Levin's victim to hospital 

There, initial word indicated the woonded man 
to be in serious condition, having been struck at 
such close range that it was feared the bone had 
been shattered ' 

- * * * 

The Colonist congratulated the officers upon 
their “fortunate escape” from serious injury and 
noted, with grim irony, that, throughout the brief 
struggle "the official baton” of a recently- 
appointed Songhees policeman “was much in 
evidence during the melee, and it was being used, 
on behalf of the angry braves, against the city con¬ 
stables.” 

On Tuesday morning, so as to discourage a 
repetition of Monday night's excitement, city police 
placed the reserve under strict surveillance. On 
Store Street, Const Kavanagh, upon observing an ' 
Indiap known as Stick George enter a store and 
purchase a revolver, arrested him as he walked up 
Johnson Street with the weapon in his pocket. The 
following day, George appeared before a 
magistrate, charged with carrying a concealed 
weapon. When he made no defence, he was 
remanded for sentencing. In the meantime, police 
had served Jacob Lukov a summons which charged 
him with having violated section 106 of the Criminal 
Code; the unlawful sale of a firearm without keep¬ 
ing a record of date of transaction, name of 
purchaser, and notation of marks by which the 
weapon might be identified 
. According to officers. George, upon his arrest, 
had been belligerent, and claimed that he was not 
alone in buying a gun: that the next time police 
visited the cpservie. the Songhees would be "ready 
for them.” » 

Two days after the shooting Incident. Stick 
George was fined 85. and his revolver confiscated 
Dealer Lukov was fined 87 for. neglecting to record 
the sale. 

The wounded man. since identified as a 
Pachena Indian named William Bailey was 
reported to be progressing favorably in Jubilee 
Hospital, the bullet having been removed from his 
thigh without difficulty by Dr. Richardson 
Although he bone, as feared, was broken, 


Richardson reported that it had been set and was 
mending well. “Strange to say," remarked the 
morning newspaper, Bailey was a cousin and 
.tribesman of a man "whqm Officer Allen acciden¬ 
tally sent a bullet into a couple of years ago. and the 
tribe in consequence do not feel any special 
friendliness for the city police.” 

Four days later, rumors circulated town to the 
effect that Bailey had suffered a relapse, blood- 
poisoning having set in. and that amputation had 
been performed. However, upon checking with the 
hospital, the Colonist was informed that Bailey was 
“doing as well as could be expected and when he 
leaves the hospital he will have as sound and useful 
a pair of legs as anyone need possess.” 

But. as so often happens, rumor was right. On 
Oct 28. it was formally announced that Bailey's leg 
had been amjhitated above the knee. Attending 
physicians reported him to be in a very weakened 
condition, that "a fatal result would not surprise” 
them. 

Sgt. Levin, the man responsible for Bailey's 
condition, was said to "feel . . keenly his position 
in the affair, even while he knows that he had no 
other recourse but to act as he did ' 

Fellow officers and members of the public, it 
was reported, generally agreed with him. although 
most expressed regret at the outcome of what had 
begun as a routine arrest for a minor offence. Sgt. 
Levin had given a full report to his superiors, the 
report having beep passed on to the police commis¬ 
sion which announced that a full investigation into 
the shooting likely would be held. 

★ ★ ★ 

At 8:30 the next morning, Bailey died Ironical¬ 
ly, due to the ease with which the bullet had been 
extracted and wound treated, there originally had 
been little concern by Jubilee staff as to a complete 
and rapid recovery However, "his blood being in a 
very bad condition,” he steadily weakened until, 11 
days after the shooting, he succumbed 

An inquest was called for 2 o'clock the following 
afternoon. After the six-man jury completed the in¬ 
itial task of viewing the body — an unpleasant duty 
which upset at least one juror — Coroner Haskell 
opened the hearing with the medical testimony of 
Dr. Richardson. 

Bailey, deposed the Jubilee's resident physi¬ 
cian, had been brought to the hospital about 1 a m 
on the 16th, "suffering from a scalp wound on the 
left side of the head one inch long and a bullet wound 
in his left thigh, on the outer side, three or four in¬ 
ches above the knee ” After sterilizing the wound 
and extracting a bullet from behind the. knee joint. 
Richardson continued, he placed Bailey in a ward 
apd "applied restoratives." The next morning, he

and assisting surgeons enlarged the wound so as to 
establish drainage and. for two days, the deceased 
showed every indication of being on the road to 
recovery. 

On the pight of the 18th, however, "suppuration 
appeared.” and Richardson again washed the 
wound, to find some shreds of clothing which, 
previously overlooked, had been driven into the 
flesh by the shot. Again. Bailey seemed to improve. 
When, on the 21st-, suppuration recurred, 
Richardson and staff agreed that their best course 
was to let nature take its course while watching 
carefully for further problems. Four days after, 
secondary hemorrhage began, requiring the use of a 
tourniquet. 

At 2 o'clock that afternoon, with Dr. Davie, 
Richardson amputed above the knee. And. for a 
third time. Bailey rallied, although he continued to 
be listed in “very sick” condition. Early the next 
morning, he suddenly worsened and. an hour later, 
was dead. 


To Coroner Haskell. Richardson said that the 
original loss of blood from the shooting had been 
two pints, that a surprisingly small amount of blood 
was lost during the amputation. Death, he stated, 
resulted from a combination of suppuration, hemor¬ 
rhage, constitutional syphilis (the first mention 
that the deceased suffered from veneral disease) 
and shock. 

In answer to a question from the jury, he ex¬ 
plained that it was medical practice, when treating 
an injury such as shattered bone, to allow the 
wound some time to repair itself, amputation being 
applied only when antiseptic treatment failed 

It was at this point that juryman Philip HaH, 
shaken earlier by the viewing of the body, was 
“taken with indisposition” and asked to be 
excused. A short adjournment" was called. Philip 
being allowed to lie down in another room. After a 
15-minute rest, the inquest continued with Dr 
Richardson concluding his testimony, to the effect 
that the fatal bullet has taken a slightly downward 
path He again stressed that the deceased had had 
syphilis; that, upon being taken to hospital, he had 
been in a state of shock: that each succeeding 
operation had weakened him further 

As juror Hall declared himself to be too unwell 
to continue. Haskell adjourned the inquest until the 
following afternoon. 

On the second day, further medical testimony 
was provided by Dr. Lang, who had conducted the 
postmortem. Bailey, he said, had been about 24 
years of age. and well-nourished although he suf¬ 
fered from VD. He described the amputation and 
Bailey's general condition at time of death, noting 
that one lung had been under-sized and deeply con¬ 
gested. He had seen Bailey before death, having 
been present during the last operation. 

★ ★ it 

Then Const. Redgrave took the stand, to testify 
that, about 10:30 on the night of Oct. 15, he and Sgt. 
Levin followed a number of Songhees merrymakers 
across the railway bridge to- the reserve, where 
they found one man to be in possession of a bottle. 
Taking him into custody, they headed back to town, 
but had gone only a few yards when they were at¬ 
tacked by about 20 Indians. At the time, each officer 
had tHeir prisoner by an arm- In the ensuing strug¬ 
gle. a large Indian, who has removed his coat, ap¬ 
proached Sgt. Levin from behind, with a knife in his 
right hand and poised to strike. At Redgrave s 
warning. Levin wheeled and pushed the man 
backward. When he again advanced. Redfern hit 
him on the neck with his fist, siding the knife- 
wilder sprawling 

By this time, the crowd had freed their prisoner 
and the alarmed officers began to blow their whis¬ 
tles for reinforcements, when these were knocked 
away and the two separated. Whipping out his 
baton, Redgrave cleared a pathway through the 
mob and. looking for Levin, saw that three men had 
him on the ground; one by the head, another by the 
throat, and the third pressing downward on his face. 

Again. Redgrave warned Levin that the assailant 
with a knife, who had rejoined the fray, would "do 
him A second or two after, he heard a shot and 
saw a muzzle flash close to the ground, when the 
man clutching Levin by the throat fell over, and the 
others backed away in momentary amazement. 
When Levfn then instructed an Indian policeman, 
who has arrived upon the scene, to examine the 
wounded man. that individual joined the-mob in a 
renewed attack upon the officers 

Somehow, they broke free and ran for the 
bridge, where they were warned by two women that 
the others were going for their rifles, it bin se¬

Redgrave said, he and Levin returned to the 
reserve, only to find the ringleaders gone, when 
Bailey was taken to hospital. * 

James Ross, a Port Simpson Indian who was 
visiting on the reserve, testified to having seen a 
policeman with a prisoner being jdfctled by a crowd 
of natives. The constable had been forced back 
about 30 feet when there was a shot and the 
policeman ran for town. He had seen but one officer 
and. asked to identify him, pointed to Const. 
Redgrave. He had been about a hundred feet from 
the scuffle, and created some amusement when he 
insisted that Redgrave had fired the fatal shot. 

The jury then retired to consider a\erdict. only 
to return with a request that Sgt Levin lake the 
stand. He recounted the events leading up to the 
struggle, and said that, when Redgrave shouted 
that an Indian had a knife, three or four men had 
him on the ground, one of them holding a hand over 
his mouth so as to prevent him blowing his whistle 
After a hard struggle.” he succeeded in Jreeinghis 
revolver and fired, making every-attempt to hit the

ground. Bailey, the man who had been holding him 
by the throat, fell, and the others immediately 
released their hold. He then returned his gun to hi* 
coat pocket, when he was jumped a second time. 
Swinging clear, he again drew his revolver and the 
Indians fell back, when he and Redgrave hastily 
retreated across the bridge. 

In response to a question from the jury, he 
emphasized that he had intended only tp frighten 
the mob. that, when he fired at the ground, he even 
tried to "shoot clear of everyone's fefct. ’ 

Twenty minutes after,' the jury returned with 
its verdict: "That deceased came to Ids death from 
a combination of causes resulting from a bullet 
wound in the left thigh received on tbe night of Oct 
15 on the Indian reserve, and the necessary treat¬ 
ment therefore operating upon a diseased and 
enfeebled constitution; that such bullet was in¬ 
flicted by Sgt H A Levin accidentally while in the 
execution ol his duty, and that he was justified in 
discharging his revolver under the circumstances " 

Sunday, June 13. 1976 
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Incredible may be a strong word to use in describing the 
person of Dorothy Cook but , nevertheless , f/iaf i* the word most often 
applied to her by her co-workers in the Empress Hotel. 

The Incredible Dorothy 
...of the Empress 


If one should see a very small 
person, usually dressed in black 
and white accented with slashes 
of color, a very glamorous small 
person, perhaps in the Empress 
Hotel talking animatedly to a 
guest, or overseeing some special 
arrangements, that will be 
Dorothy Cook. 

Her black hair, drawn, severely back, her great 
dark eyes set in a small oval face, a warm and 
ready smile, single her out from the crowd. 

Whether she is greeting a very important guest, 
questioning the chef about a menu, overseeing the 
flower arrangement in a guest's room or attending 
to a complaint, one receives the Impression that she 
has time and sympathy gnd understanding for each 
and every one she is dealing with. 

She has that lovely gift of making people feel 
Important, as if they mattered. “But they 
DO!” she will exclaim. 

Dorothy first came to the Empress In 1969 when 
commissioned by Purdy's Chocolates to open and 
establish their shop in the lobby of the hotel. At this 
time she had her own marketing and consulting 
business. She was then Invited by Mr. Finamore, 
General Manager, to join the hotel as public rela¬ 
tions officer and today she is Director of Public 
Relations 

Dorothy was bom in Victoria, graduated from 
Cowichan High School, attended Croften House 
school in Vancouver, and took special courses at 
University of B.C., Toronto and London Conser¬ 
vatories while, at the same time, running the fami¬ 
ly business which entailed a good deal of buying and 
travelling. 

She has been acting, she says, since she was 
four years old when she had a serious foot injury. At 
seven she took dancing lessons to-right the injury 
and continued to do so for years, progressing to con¬ 
servatory level In ballet and also in theatre. 

At IS she began to seriously study singing, first 
In Vancouver and later in Toronto and Montreal, 
studying with Dr, Heinz Kilian, formerly of 
Beyruth, Heidelberg and Salzburg, and she posses¬ 
ses a magnificent mezzosoprano voice with excep¬ 
tional range. 

She joined the chorus of Theatre Under the 
Stars and worked up to lead roles From then on she 
went further afield, not only in musical comedy but 
In the classical field and concert work She has sung 
wtth Bob Goulet and other famous people. She sang 
for the queen when she was In Vancouver, she has 
sung on the international stage and performed with 
companies of renown. 

Several times a year she 9ings in guest ap¬ 
pearances Jn San Francisco and other major 
American cities. She has become well known on 
television, making commercials and guest ap¬ 
pearances, .she talks to service clubs upon such 
topics as A Day in the Empress dealing with the 
life and history of the Hotel and recounting amusing 
incidents and there are many of these “People are 
fascinating," she remarks 
Her work brings her into contact with.schools on 
all levels up to and including university and the B C. 
Institute of Technology. She conducts tours for 
school children through the hotel which is, she 
observes, really a city within a city. 
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DOROTHY COOK . .. always a friendly smile 


She works closuy with travel writers of various 
leading magazines all over the world as well as with 
government travel bureaus and often she entertains 
for the handicapped. Because of her professional 
background in stage, screen and television, it has 
given her a great deal of pleasure to promote the 
hotel as a background and setting for movies and 
television commercials. She works with inter¬ 
national photographers and producers, setting up 
the arrangements for shooting scenes, etc. • 

Over the years she has, in the nature of things, 
met hosts of famous people. "The Empress, " she 
remarks, "is ope of the grand hotels of the world — 
and a fast vanishing breed.” Dorothy has made 
friends, too, all over the world, and her vast and 
ever-growing correspondence bears witness to this. 

Her office on the sixth floor of the Empress is a 
fascinating place At first glance it appears ab¬ 
solutely chaotic, but one soon realizes that there is 
order there, at'least for herself.

On the walls are half a dozen or so delightful 
watercolor prints lent, as a special favor, by the 
hotel housekeeper. 

Much wall space is plastered with signed 
photographers of such people as Jack Benny, 
Bobby Riggs, Maude of television fame, and 
Prince Sadruddin Aga Khan and Princess 
Catherine who have become her firm friends, 
inviting her to stay with them at their villa in 
Switzerland. 

There is a much prized photograph of her taken 
with Dazlo 4iati and the famed cellist, 
Rostropovich, who is holding his priceless and 
beloved instrument. “He never lets it out of his 
sight," she says, “but he actually let me babysit it 
in my office while he lunched, rather an unheard-of 
thing!” 

On the walls of her office, also, are framed 
testimonials, certificates of merit from the B C 
Centennial Committee 1971, for “Distinctive con¬ 
tributions to the B.C. Centennial celebrations” and 
a Certificate of Achievement for "wholehearted 
participation in the course of supervisory develop 
ment and willingness to further the effectiveness of 
overall service to our guests and to the operation of 
our hotel." There is a plaque awarded by the B C 
Hotel's Association, an honorary mention in the an¬ 
nual Miss Hospitality Contest. October 1973. 

We Inquired of someone who is Dorothy's 
immediate superior and the answer was “the 
guest.” 

We have found it very rewarding, when writing 
about such a person as Dorothy Cook, to speak to 
- some of the people with whom she comes into daily 
contact, to get their impressions and opinions of 
her, and this we did. 

Peter Williamson, food and beverage manager 
for the Empress, says that her ability to remember 
names is unbelievable. Invite 500 people to a 
cocktail party and she knows everyone of them and 
everyone knows her, from the prime minister 
down, and all the time she appears calm, cool and 
collected. She is, he adds, a great asset to the 
Empress. “How could one replace a girl like 
Dorothy?" 

Jim Smith, convention manager, works very 
closely with Dorothy and he says there is nothing 
she doesn’t know about public relations. She knows 
people throughout the world and she knows protocol 
backwards and forwards and she takes care of all 
complaints most diplomatically. 

" Gloria Stewart, secretary to Peter Williamson, 
says: "She is incredible. She will have a million 
things to do. but she always has time for the small 
personal things that mean so much. If she doesn't 
know the answer to a question she will find out. But 
don't think," concludes Gloria with a smile, "that 
Dorothy's personality is all sweetness and light! 
She's very explosive at times. When, at the end of a 
long day and she is feeling particularly uptight, she 
will go to the washroom and sing at the top of her 
voice. It’s beautiful to hear her.” 

It is obvious that she has a very special 
relationship with the staff. A girl in accounts 
receivable says: "What can you say about Dorothy 9 
She's unique. She has a very special brand of joy " 
We were told that on her birthday it is difficult to 
get into her office, it is so crammed with flowers 
from her many friends. 

Dorothy does not carry a notebook about with 
her, she makes notes on the palm of her hand. T 
used to put my notes in my shoe." she laughs, but 
that once led to some embarrassment. She was 
greeting a VIP when someone knocked against her 
a id her shoe came off and she had to gather up her 
papers which were strewn about the lobby.

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BONANZA PICNIC 

—1920 Style

During a very busy 
summer of catering to 
the hundreds of extra 
men who were engaged 
in new development, the 
chefs, butchers and 
bakers of Granby Bay, 
B.C. decided to hold a 
picnic to have a break 
from all the long hours 
of work. They hired me 
and my dad’s boat for 
transportation. 

The weather wigs still warm and 
the days long. After loading the row¬ 
boat with a barrel of bottled near 
beer, and numerous boxes of 
sandwiches, sausage, cakes, pies, 
etc., I asked my 10 passengers 
aboard—it was 7 p.m. I pulled away 
from the float with the rowboat 
behind, and headed for the old ghost 
camp of Bonanza City, about three 
miles south on Goose Bay. 

We landed on the beach by the old 
wharf, first one built in these parts by 
the Dominion Government around 
1900. The tide was in and there were 
lots of help to roll the beer barrel up 
the trail onto the wharf, and carry the 
boxes. 

In the shed were a few old planks 
and timbers, so they soon made 
places to sit on—then the first under¬ 
taking was to knock in the head of the 
beer barrel and hand out the bottles, 
of which tere were 10 dozen— 
everybody had a beer opener. 

After the first, round, these men 
were hungry, as they had all passed 
up their supper, and left in a hurry for 
this one evening out. 

There were songs, jokes, recita¬ 
tions and lots of laughter. 

Then two entered a glutton con¬ 
test to see who could eat the most 
sandwiches in five minutes. This was 
won by AI Kobloth the head chef, 
after nearly choking himself. 

It was then they all decided to in¬ 
spect the ruins of the old hotel and 
townsite. and take a walk up Bonanza 
Creek, a nice flat stretch cleared 
along the creek by the miners of 
earlier days.

This was a good 40-minute break, 
but as soon as they returned to the 
wharf I found out two of. them had 
each a bottle of Ivanhoe (moonshine), r 

The beer drinking and eating 
started again, then after a noisy 
hour, some had stood the empty beer 
bottles in a straight line along the 
centre of the wharf and A1 Kobloth 
was trying his hardest to walk on top 
of these upturned bottles. 

By this time some were be¬ 
coming weary, others noisy, as 
they had all been up since 5 a m. Also 
it was getting dusk and after 10.30 
p.m., so I suggested we start for 
home, as I knew it would take a little 
time to clean up the mess and get/ 
them settled in the boat. 

The tide had gone down, making 
things more awkward, as some had 
now become boisterous, and not hav¬ 
ing too much room in the boat, I put 
three of the quietest in the rowboat 
and towed it astern. 

Finally I got them all settled down 
and the engine going, then they 
started to sing—that was fine. 

By now it was dark, and after IS 
minutes or so, some lights on the 
shore showed up. 

I was asked some questions and 
told them it was the homes of tbe' v 
loose ladies who sometimes get very 
tight. 

As soon as they knew where they 
were they ordered me to pull in. I did 
not want to go and I knew it was a bad 
landing at low tide, but they started 
to get noisy again and as I changed 


course, a cry from the stem: "The 
rowboat is sinking!”- 

1 stopped my engine and the row¬ 
boat drifted towards us, full to the 
gunwales and the three men sitting 
quietly with water to their waists— 
not in the least worried. 

We got the small boat alongside 
and eased the two lightweights aboard, 
then old Dan Sutherland who was 
more than 200 pounds and 75 years 
young was helped aboard. We had 
nothing to offer as all the moonshine 
had gone. 

I started up again and headed for 
the red light district, tied up to their 
small float, discharged my party and, 
after 15 minutes of slipping and sl¬ 
iding up the mud-covered uneven 
float, they finally got settled in a 
large house. 

I returned to my boat and emptied 
the rowboat ready to return home. My 
boats were okay, so I returned to the 
party, which was in full swing by now. 
The piano was playing and everyone 
was singing. 

Somebody said: “Give the kid a 
drink." Then a young woman came 
and offered me some scotch. 

' I said "No thanks, I'll have a cof¬ 
fee." 

“Coffee! she shouted, "We don't 
have any.” 

Then the landlady said, "Give the 
kid some coffee!" 

When this girl returned with a cup 
of coffee she remarked: “We don't 
make any money from that stuff,” 
and stuff it was—terrible—old and 


cold! By this time some of the party 
were brighter than when in the boat 
and the three who were in the water 
were thawing out—in fact, more 
sober than the others. 

Another round of drinks, and by 
now the young woman had ap¬ 
proached me three times—to buy a 
drink, and to even enter her boudoir. I 
said: "No. I have to take these men 
home." With that she slapped my face 
and I fell off the arm of the 
chesterfield—she ran into her room 
and locked the door. 

I told A1 Kobloth that I was going 
back to. town as it was now after i 
a m. and he should come also. He 
finally decided to come and the others 
stayed. 

• I got A1 in the boat and he laid 
down. I started the engine and It 
looked all clear and away we went. 
Then within 30 seconds a large boom¬ 
ing jolt, and I thought the bottom was 
coming out of the boat. I had run over 
a large rock at dead low tide. I was 
standing steering, ^but Al, who was 
laying in the bottom of the boat, 
received the full jolt, and got to his 
knees, but soon laid down again after 
I told him all was okay. 

The run home was only about 20 
minutes, and when I pulled into my 
berth to tie up. I heard my dad call 
from up. on the railroad track: “1* 
that you Jim?” 

I replied; Yes. and all is okay, but I 
have Al asleep in the boat. Would you 
come and help him home?” While 
waiting I tied the boats up and locked 
everything. 

We had quite a time getting Al up 
the steep gangway, the tide being ex¬ 
tra low i23 foot tides) and it was now 
close to 3 a m. Then a long walk 
home. 

Dad took Al to his cabin and I went 
to bed. Four hours later I was getting 
breakfast, then at 10 to eight after 
crossing the bridge, and climbing the 
hill to work, who should I meet but 
some of the party returning home. 
They had walked the mile pr more 
along the trail and across the slag pile 
which separated the two settlements 
They were a little worse for wear and 
two had donned women's hats sad 
crooked smiles. 

Yes. they had had quite a party had 
as I was told later, three of the older 
ones took more than a week to get 
back to normal. And the Bonanza Pic¬ 
nic was talked about throughout the 
camp for many years.

Then she 
may be seen In a glamorous white evening 
gown, a flower in her hair, a sparkling and 
charming hostess. 

When sne has any spare time she sails, reads, — 
history and travel for the msot part — buys an¬ 


tiques, which she loves, designs 
does needlework. 

She is fascinated with interior design She dear 
ly loves the outdoors and the woods and Is deeply 
concerned with the preservation of our wildlife. She 
has travelled extensively in the United States and 
has been several time to Europe in connection with 
her theatrical career. 

Dorothy loves animals and possesses a Rhode¬ 
sian Ridgeback by the name of Grenville, but affec¬ 
tionately known as Bowsie and she has two tabby 

cats. 

A poet once wrote words which, slightly 
altered, could apply to Dorothy Cook — 

"And still the wonder grew f 

That oae small bead 
Could earry all she knew.” 

She takes each day as it comes and lives it to 
the full. “1 never know what is going to happen 
next," she says, and that's the way she likes it. 
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Spring is the time for the golden-crowned sparrows and the 
fox sparrows I see only in the winter in San Francisco to return to 
their breeding areas- in British Columbia. We miss oar Canadian 
winter migrants when they leave , perhaps because they are less 
familiar to us than our resident Californians.

The most exiciting 
winter visitor-wo have 
had in San Franrisco 
was not a bird from the 
north, but one who was 
really off course because 
he came from the south. 

But even stranger than a Meilcan 
atrri In San Francisco was another 
bint of the same species who visited 
Vancouver Island 

Two Juvenile male thick-billed 
King birds were reported at about 
the tame during the winter of 
074. one at Qualtcum Bench and 
oao in San Francisco. 

I got to know the San Francisco 
bird so well that I could no longer be 
scientific about him and I art) con¬ 
vinced that the two young birds were 
brothers. I am being anthromorpic 
but who can dispute my theory 
We first heard the "chilli-up" call 
on Oct 27. An unfamiliar bird call 
cams from a large clump of trees 
across the street On top of a bare 
limb was a large bird, about the sire 
of a robin We looked at him through 
a telescope but in the morning light he 
was only a silhouette with a 
flycatcher head From the shape of 
the head and the size, my husband 
thought ho must ho a Western 
Kingbird 

It was an interesting sighting 
because we had never seen a western 
kingbird in our neighborhood before 
We called a fellow Audubon 
Sock y friend who is a more ex- 
perienced birder and told her bow 
pleased we were to have a new local 
bird . 

She agreed It was a good Had, 
bat said that during this mlgra- 
turn season It coaid he even more 
ioterestiag - perhaps a tropical 
kingbird who sometimes visit the 
Bay area during migration and 
stays for the winter. 

She told us certain field marks, 
that is feather patterns and colors, to 
look out for that make the subtle dif¬ 
ference between the western and the 
tropical 

A week later from my kitchen win¬ 
dow I saw a pretty yellow bird in a 
neighbor's birch tree As all my 
friends were seeing unusual warblers 
this seasuoX”wanted one too I called 
my husband to come and look at my 
new bird: "Must be a warbler ’’ 
Byron said: "That's no warbler, 
that's KIM " We immediately called 
our friend and described the bird’s 
field marks She said. yes. it could be 
a tropical and she would like to come 
up to see him because she had never 
seen a tropical kingbird and it would 
be a "lifer” for her The first look at a 
new bird is very exciting for hard¬ 
core-birders. 

Tlie next morning at eight (birders 
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THE THICK BILLED KINGBIRD 'bird with a personality 


get up early because the birds do* a 
small group of knowledgeable birders 
were ready to find the mystery bird 
This is the time when ordinarily 
friendly birds can become coy — 
when a group of eager people are 
gathered to find birds 

However the yeWow bird didrt't 
play coy and his call was heard com¬ 
ing from McLaren Park, a block 
away 

The group followed the sound in 
hot pursuit, somewhat encumbered by 
binoculars, telescopes, movie 
cameras, and fape recorders 


Telephones really rang now 
because this was the first northern 
California sighting of a thick-bill and 
only the fiftieth for all California The 
bird got number one billing on the Bay 
Area Bird and Conservation Report 
operated by Golden Gate Abdubon 
Society. 

I really didn't care if the bird 
was a thick-billed or tropical, or 
even just a western. I fell in love 
with his personality. 

He loved to begin his day with a 
few calls from a neighbor's antenna

The bird was spotted ut a tree, and 
with the pictures in Peterson's Tluide 
to Western Birds it was decided that 
he must be a tropical kingbird. 

Now the bird-vine started 
Telephones rang with the news of this 
interesting sighting in McLaren Park 
Among those called was Dr 
Laurence Binford of the California 
Academy of Sciences 

His observations mode him 
doubt the Identificotioo. He 
thought It was oo eveo more ex- 
citiog bird, o thick-billed 
kiogbird. whose locale is Mexico 
or u small part of the southwest 
Arisoaa. 

He returned the next day with 
skins and by looking at the skins and 
looking up at the live bird, confirmed 
his identification as a thick-billed 
kingbird 

This was probably a young bird, 
which explained why identification 
was difficult and why he wasn't quite 
like the pictures in the guide 


that I could see from mv kitchen win¬ 
dow 

As I am often in my kitchen I 
often saw the bird He had to have a 
name I couldn't go on calling such a 
friend the thickbilled kingbird, so he 
became Rex to me Or even Rexie 
What a difference this little bird 
made to his entire neighborhood 
From the first day the word went out. 
the park was visited by a steady flow 
of visitors, quietly enjoying an un¬ 
usual avian visit and appreciating the 
beauty of this natural park 

These visitors left no beer cans or 
tire tracks on unpaved surfaced Here 
Rex choose to rest froiq his long, off- 
course journey from his habitat in the 
south He appeared to roost at night in 
a group of large eucalyptus trees 
Later in the day he would move up a 
slope to the natural, unlandscaped 
area 

He performed well for the many 
birders who collected every day to 
observe him "Chilli-up chilli-up," 
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and a short flight to catch a large fly 
or bee. then back to bis perch. 

His admiring public followed every 
action with binoculars 

The regular feathered residents of 
the park probably didn't atbnire him 
so much. After ail he was in competi¬ 
tion for their food The American 
kestrel hunched watchfully and the 
sleekly beautiful Loggerhead 
Shrike was perched close bv 

When the first rain came I thought 
perhaps Rex would get Us Internal 
compass corrected and return to the • 
warmth ol Mexico, but he was still 
there, allbough flies must have been 
less plentiful. Rex continued to thrive 
All ovservers agreed that he was a 
most successful hunter because he 
always seemed to return to his perch 
with a large insect. 

One observer watched him 
"cough” up a black pellet which she 
found and gave to me. It seemed to be 
the hard outside shell of a large black 
beattle. Day after day, 1 saw Rex 
following his usual routine A few 
calls from the antenna and some 
grooming, then off to feed in his 
favorite dining area, returning to the 
antenna for a chilli-up or two at 4:30 
before he flew to his eucalyptus tree 
roost. 

The last day I saw Rex was Dec 10 
which was one of those balmy winter 
days in San Francisco that make up 
for all the summer fogs I was work¬ 
ing in the garden in the morning and 
heard that by now familiar loud, per- 
intent call 

Rei flew back and forth over our 
house and into a large group of trees 
across the street It was a beautiful 
day made even more pleasant with 
my intimate knowledge of a wild 
creature's routine 

That afteraooa at 4:4i I aaw 
aod heard Rex. oa Ms favorite 
anteou. He gave a last call aad 
disappeared iato his roost tree. 
That was mv last tightiag of Saa 
Fraociocs's thick-billed kiagMrd 
What happened to Rex? I don't 
know There are many possibilities 
He was a conspicuous bird and. 
although illegal in San Francisco, kids 
have been seen with guns in the park 
I hope the answer is the simplest one 
his food supply ran out and he just 
moved on to a more productive area 
Why was Rex so far out of his 
range’’ Again, no one knows Weather 
conditions may have been a factor and 
many unusual tirds were seen during 
the period 

A Black Phoebe, also an insect 
eater, moved into the territory on 
Nor 23 and left not long after Rex dis¬ 
appeared which could substantiate 
the dwindling food supply theory - 
But even more unusuai than a Mex

Just like Rex, he was easy to find 
by his distinctive call. There is an end 
to his story, unlike Rex. On Nov. 12 
Ken Kennedy of the Canadian Wildlife 
Service found the bird dead beneath a 
window against which it had evidently 
flown. 

Bird migration and why some 
birds get off course is a fascinating 
subject and ornithologists have been 
trying to find answers for many 


years. Recently many Interesting ex¬ 
periments have been carried out that 
seem to be leading us closer to 
hnswers. 

More and more birds are found out 
of their usual ranges each year. But ' 
this is probably not so much that more 
birds are off course than because of 
the increase of amateur observers. 

Birdwatching, or birding as we 
prefer to call it, is becoming such a 


popular pastime that the annual 
Christmas counts in Canada and the 
United Statesaj^reporting larger 
numbers onplra every year and 
there are more participants^ in the 
counts each year. 

People sometimes ask: “What can 
you find interesting abopt birds?” My 
answer is that birds are wild things 
that we can easily observe in 


something close to their natural state. 

It isn't necessary to buy a lot of 
equipment and you don’t even have to 
travel distances to firid birds. My 
most interesting observations have 
been made from my kitchen window. 
I keep notes on my garden birds and 
try to be scientific in any conclusions. 
But it isin't often that a rare bird 
visits a city garden, even a birder's 
garden?

As well ashis three churches. Rev. 
William Gibson held revolving mis¬ 
sionary services at eight fish can¬ 
neries in the area, during the sum¬ 
mer. 

These were the real days of 
the "silver horde,” when hand' 
catches of 300 sockeye for one 
boat in one night were common. 
Hie price paid then would leave 
us gasping today. Seven cents tor 
a whole sockeye: three cents for 
humps, or pink salmon. 
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To reach the canneries on 
schedule, the travelling Rev. Gibson 
depended on the goodwill of the can¬ 
nery tugboat skippers. They usually 
towed a long line of fishermen's 
canoes in from the salmon grounds on 
a Saturday moniing. By night, the 
catch wouid be ajl canned and sealed. 
Fast work, considering that the can 
sealing was done by hand soldering 
irons heated on small charcoal stoves 
Sundays were given over to ser¬ 
vices, and picture taking. 

Rev. William Hewison Gibson 
served a long span of years, 46 of 
them, ministering to the unpredic¬ 
table, and often migrant up-coast In¬ 
dians of the Bella Coola, Bella Bella 
and Rivers Inlet areas He went to 
ivers Inlet in 1890, and returned to 
ictoria as missionary at the Herald 
Street Mission and to the Indian tribes 
at Esquimalt. 


In 1907, he returned north to Bella 
Coola for 14 years, after which the 
turned south again and took chargrof 
the Indian parish at Koksilah. by 
Duncai). A last call from the north led 
him back to the Indian settlement at 
Bella Bella where he remained until 
he retired in 1936. 

Rev. Gibson spent his retirement 
days in the James Bay area, and died 
peacefully at the good age of 81, happy 
in the knowledge that he had lived his 
life as he wished to, in the service of 
the poor, the needy and the neglected. 

His memorial rests in the Indian 
catalogue section of the historical 
photographs division of the public 
archives, in Ottawa, where his 
photographic talents, imperishable, 
accurate and expressive, pay tribute 
to his efforts to aid. improve and up¬ 
lift the lives of British Columbia's 
early coastal Indians.

4 Langford woman keeps 30 
pels, including a crow that im- 
mitates a rooster, and an almost 
14-year-old robin which she 
claims holds the world's record in 
longevity. 

Mrs. Myrna llarling, 948 
Dunford Road, lives in a large, 
rambling house surrounded by 
I I cals., five hens, two roosters, 
two crows, four robins, and one 
each of the following: dog, dove, 
pigeon, waxwing, pinefinch and 
starling. “I had 31 pets," she told 
me, “but my rabbit died 
recently." 

The blonde, petite dancing teacher introduced 
us to her furred and feathered family with the pride 
and enthusiasm of a true animal lover 

Several sleek-coated cats were relating with 
feline dignity on various articles of furniture in the 
large, well-appointed dining room They greeted us 
with the ecstatic purring and head-rubbing 
characteristic of cats whwrknow instinctively when 
they are meeting friends Patches, the four-year- 
old mongrel terrier welcomed us in the usual doggy- 
fashion before being let out 

Asked if she found it expensive and tiring to 
care for so many pets, Mrs Harling said Yes. it s 
expensive, and a full-time job I provide them with 
a balanced diet, but I'm not a big eater myself My 
animals come first I don't board birds or animals I 
just take in injured or abandoned ones, and I pay for 
everything myself. 

People used to dump their unwanted cats here 
because they knew I would take them in. but I can 
nnjonger afford to provide the food and surgical 
operations for anymore of them."

With no veterinary training Mrs Harling 
claims to have acquired considerable experience 
in the treatment of Injured creatures, including the 
replacing of an eye in a cedar waxwing Two of her 
cas^s were the care of a baby starling, which she 
said had to be fed every two-and-a-half hours for 16 
days, and a woodpecker with a badly injured neck 
The tatter became so time it would come out of the

woodwork when called, and it practically 
demolished a wall with its incessant pecking. She 
said it tried to free the other birds in this manner 

Of the two bantam hens that Mrs Harling says 
she snatched from the jaws of a German shepherd 
dog in 1963. Baldy is still living. The pigeon was 
brought to her In May 1966. by Mother Cecilia, 
whose Mill Bay shelter does not accommodate 
birds. 

‘Tin not raising chickens." says Mrs Harling 
"but I am just keeping the hens and roosters until 
they die of old age." She added she feeds her birds 
well, on a mixture of ground insects With added 
vitamins—also apples, chow mein, ice cream, and 
whatever berries are in season 

She raises her own worms on a small patch of 
earth in her backyard. "It is most important." she 
said, "that those who keep wild birds should know 
that there is northing worse for them than a diet of 
grains or hard seeds. A wild bird s mouth is soft in¬ 
side. and it is accustomed to soft foods, especially if 
it has a long beak ” 

Mrs'. Harling claims longevity for most of her 
birds, the oldest being a robin named Hobble which 
she says will be 14 on June 22 Mrs Mildred 
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Lawrence of Goldstream Avenue can testify to this, 
as she saw the bird in June 1962 when Mrs. Harling 
rescued it from cats 

It was tamed, taught various tricks, and used to 
mimic a cricket under its window Thgtiien game 
warden of the Victoria area declared the robin 
would die. and the late Dr Clifford Carl of the 
provincial museum was interested in its lifespan. 

In January'. 1975. Mrs Harling applied to have 
her pet s name entered in the Guiness Book of 
World Records as the oldest living £ob»n.

A former hairdresser. Mrs Harling was riased 
on a Saskatchewan farm and came to Langford in 
1946 where she gradually acquired her many pets 
over a period of years , 

"Burned out." in 1972. she escaped with all of 
them, soon re-locating at her present site. A danc¬ 
ing teacher, she showed us the large, dancehall- 
type room where she conducts her classes 

A tour of the premises included a special room 
for the smaller birds which protects them from the 
cats. The larger birds are kept in the usual 
henhouse facilities, which consists of a fireproof 
shed with a hot air duct running through it. sur¬ 
rounded by a 10-foot chainlink fence 

Asked if birds are more intelligent than 


generally believed. Mrs Harling said "Yes." 
Robins are her favorites Birds enjoy each other's 
’company.’' 1 she says. "All mine sing, except Rob¬ 
bie. and he just chirps ' , 

Our meeting with Baby, the unusual crow, wps 
less than cordial 

Crouched against his mate in a corner of the 
pen he expressed his disapproval of strangers with 
a succession of frenzied squawks, punctuated bv the 
unmistable crowing sounds which we had just heard 
on a tape recorder. 

Yes. there was no mistake about it. Baby could 
immitate a rooster, to a startling degree 

Do you find it easier to work with animals 
than with humans 7 ” I asked 

"Yes." she said, because they sense that I am 
helping them, and they put their complete trust in 
me.” 

Asked whether she preferred a new private 
home, a shelter, or euthanasia for a pet whose 
owners have died. Mrs Harling says she prefers the 
latter 

• When I'm gone.” she said. "I'm having them 
all put to sleep. Dogs suffer too much when they 
lose their owners, and cats will usually refuse to 
adapt to a new home. I just love birds and animals 
We all live together as one happy family. Anyhow. ^ 
house without a pet is not a borne 
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
